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$50,000 Donation 
For Nature Area 
Spurs Plans 


A major anonymous cash donation has 


put plans for a large scale nature arcn In 
Schaumburg somewhat ahead of sched- 
ule. It was announced late last week. 


Robert Bock, Schaumburg Park Dis- 


trict president, stated a $50,000 donation 
had been received by the district earlier 
in the week. The donation is earmarked 
for development of a specific site, Hock 
explained. 


Park Director Paul Dcrda elaborated 


on the donation and said the money will 
bo put Into the creation of a nature area 
on the eastern side of the village. 


The nature area, which has been

Also attending were William B. Rose, 


Elk Grova Village, a Democrat seeking 
the Third District scat In the Illlnos Sen- 
ate, and Edwin Frank, Hoffman Estates, 
also a Democrat and trying to unseat 
Philip Crane, Republican, In the U.S. 
House of Representatives. 


INVITED, BUT falling to attend, were 


U.S. Sen. Charles Percy, Republican; 
Roman Puclnskl, Democrat running 
against Percy; Crane, and State Sen. Da- 
vid Rcgncr, Republican. All except Pu- 
clnskl sent their regrets. 


While Kclloy saw no need for an ex- 


panded airport in this area, and dis- 
approved stato funding, the other candi- 
dates said questions of location and Im- 
pact on residential areas, including pollu- 
tion and flooding effects, should be stud- 
led. Mrs. Chapman termed state funding 
"appropriate," Mrs.- Macdonald sold 
more Information is necessary and Tot- 
tcn opposed state financing. 


In solving flooding, Kcllcy called for 


local governments to place a moratorium 
on all building until problems are cor- 
rected, saying taxpayers would seek 
such action from stato and federal offi- 
cials If villages do not respond. Mrs. 
Chapman said government at all levels 
has a responsibility in the problem, and 
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planned by local conservationist Ell- 
sworth Mclncke, will contain many na- 
tive grasses and plants, ho said. 


The project, known as the Spring Val- 


ley Nature Restoration Project, has been 
in the planning stages for several years, 
according to Dcrda. 


THE MASSIVE project Is planned to 


cover over 400 acres of land within both 
Schaumburg and Elk Grove townships. 


Dcrda said a meeting has been sched- 


uled with officials of the federal Bureau 
of Outdoor Recreation later next month 
to discuss the possible use of state and 
federal funds for acquiring a portion of 
the land. 


"I think they will look favorably on tho 


project," Dcrda saald. Ho added tho 
project has been approved by the Salt 
Creek Watershed Project, Metropolitan 
Sanitary District, Opcnlnnds Project, 
Northern Cook County Soil and Con- 
servation Service and the Schaumburg 
village and park district boards. 


"Tho tremendous growth of the area 


makes it important to acquire all the 
land possible for recreation purposes 
now, because in the future, the land will 
not be available," Dcrda said. 


Noting tho donation was only the sec- 


ond In the history of the park district, 
Bock said it was "overwhelming to 
receive a check of that size." 


"I ONLY HOPE that someday we will 


be able to reveal the identity of tho donor 
so the proper thanks and recognition can 
be given," Bock added. 


Area leaders have described the proj- 


ect as being very unique and designed 
for passive recreation purposes. Mcln- 
cke, who has been involved for many 
years in conservation and environmental 
projects, said the project will allow the 
area to preserve the original prnirie 
flowers and native plants. The area will 
not be open to picnicking, according to 
Meinckc. 


No definite timetable has been estab- 


lished for completion' of the project, but 
park officials agreed the large donation 
may speed the process considerably.

Cooperation Called For By Villages

A candidate for the Metropolitan Sani- 


tary District (MSD) Board of Trustees 
has called for regularly scheduled meet- 
ings of various municipalities and gov- 
ernmental agencies to facilitate coopera- 
tion on water resources management and 
related land use. 


Joan G. Anderson, a republican candi- 


date for the sanitary district board, said 
increased cooperation between various 
governmental bodies is a must if water 
pollution and flooding problems are to be 
solved in the metropolitan area. 


Mrs. Anderson told the Herald the 


MSD and the Cook County Council of 
Governments (COG) already have the 
authority to provide tho leadership to get 
such a cooperative program under way. 


The MSD holds the potential threats of 


fines or sewer permit moratoriums over 
the heads of area municipalities as one 
incentive to cooperate voluntarily, she 
said. 


And Increased interest that tho City of 


Chicago has shown In COG, a coopera- 
t i v e unit of various governmental 
agencies in Cook County, makes COG a 
likely forum for such meetings, she said. 


"IF WE CAN'T get together and do it, 


somebody else will," Mrs. Anderson said 
In refercr.ee to to Army Corps of Engi- 
neers recunt water resources plan. 


"People relate to the county govern- 


ment and local government," she said as 
another reason for the local cooperation. 


Proposals for <a moratorium on con- 


struction In the flood plain, or for limits 
on sewer hookups, aro misleading, Mrs. 
Anderson said. 


"Moratoriums on building or on sewer 


connections arc devices to overcome gov- 
ernmental inertia," she charged, adding 
the inertia can only be overcome "when 
governments start talking to each oth- 
er." 


The MSD has half the population of Il- 


linois living within its boundaries, she 
noted. Its population is greater than 40 
other states and it has a budget that is 
the fourth highest of all governmental 
units in the state. 


Yet in the post, Mrs. Anderson said, 


the MSD has been merely an adminis- 
trative unit for building sewers and 
treating sewage. 


The new state Environmental Protec- 


tion Agency legislation creates "a whole 
now ballgame" by requiring the MSD to 
meet certain standards for pollution con- 
trol, she said.

The nude bodies of Mrs. Flanagan and 


her daughter were found the morning of 
Sept. 11 In tho parking lot of the Commu- 
nity Presbyterian Church, 407 N. Main 
St.. Mount Prospect. They were dis- 
covered by a Mount Prospect man as he 
walked to his car in the parking lot. Mrs. 
Flanagan's body was partially covered 
by a grey blanket. Mrs. Flanagan and 
her daughter had disappeared Sept. 9 af- 
ter leaving the family homo at 5744 N. 
Mcadc Avc., Chicago for a false baby- 
sitting job.

she met the man and drove off with him. 


A bus driver who saw her get off the 


bus told police she got into a 1965 model 
car. The bus driver said the man was 
well dressed. That was the last time 
Mrs. Flanagan and her daughter were 
seen, until their bodies were found. 


A Cook County coroner's report re- 


leased tho day after the bodies were 
found Indicated the child died from chok- 
ing while being sexually molested. Mrs. 
Flanagan had been killed by a blow to 
the head. Apparently she had not been 
sexually assaulted. The report also said 
that Mrs. Flanagan was killed several 
hours before the child. 


Jennings was arrested one day after 


the coroner's inquest was held. The coro- 
ner's jury ruled Friday the official cause 
of the two deaths was murder.

new development. 


"There is nothing at the moment that 


looks like it will be a great number of 
students but as Ivy Glen (in Palatine) 
and Centex Homes (in Hoffman Estates) 
go, we are going to be back in the boom 
of kids again." 


Jung said an enrollment projection is 


difficult at this time because the census 
is not back yet and the district does not 
have enough history with multiple dwell- 
ing units to know how many students to 
expect.

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Living The Better Life: A Challenge To Mind And Body

Flnt of Two Part 


Hoy! 
You guys with the house, the two cars, 


the room full of Idds, the mortgage pay- 
ments, the auto payments, the education 
bills, the loan bills... 


Stopl 
Tako a look around. See where you've 


been. Check where you are. Determine 
where you're going. If you're satisfied 
with life as you live it, you're in good 
shape. If you're frustrated and In a rut, 
the future holds promise. 


And It's how you mold the coming 


events In your life that is the key to liv- 
ing a better life. 


YOUR SUCCESS as a person-- the 


way you prepare yourself for the day to 
day world and how you adjust to Its pres- 
sures and demands — depends on both 
your mental and physical outlook. And 
both areas of personal health are inter- 
twined. It Is difficult to be strong in one 
^thout being strong In the other. A 
healthy body nurtures a healthy mind. In 
life, you must deal from strength, from a 
positive mental and physical attitude. 


Who you are, your worth as a person, 


your goals and whether you achieve 
them, your relationship with others and 
your commitment to self all contributes 
to whether you are living the best life 
you can. 


Your chances of attaining a better life 


arc good if your cardiovascular and res- 
piratory systems can stand the rigors of 
the change in your body as you become 
older, if you can relievo the mental 
stresses of the sit down world by venting 
your energies In other directions and if 
your body looks and feels better. 


Experts consider the mental and phys- 


ical health of the nation a serious prob- 
lem. With the change In family structure, 
the apparent lessening Impact of the 
church, the increased use of automation 
and the resultant minimizing of self 
worth, the Impact of communications 
and the transition to an urban, tech- 
nological society, your whole being may 
need overhauling. 


WHILE A GUIDE on how to live a bet- 


ter life Is restricted — what is a better 
life for you may not be a better life for 
another person — It Is important that 
you be prepared both mentally and phys- 
ically so you can at least do your best 
toward achieving your highest standards 
of living. 


So how can you live a belter life? It's a 


broad qucition with about as many vari- 
ables as there are people. 


"The major probrem with people," ac- 


cording to Dr. Robert Simon, Internist nt 
Foreit Hospital in DCS Ptalncs, "has al- 
ways been Identity, who am I; a pur- 
pose, what am I going to be; the method, 
how am I going to achieve my goals; and 
to establish one's Individuality. If a per- 
son can resolve these stepping stones 
he'll have lew of a problem coping. He 
can then function successfully." 


Dr. Simon sees the suburban man with 


similar problems as his big city counter- 
part although he stressed that these 
problems do not depend on where people 
live. 


"FOR THE GUY in the suburbs with a 


big house." Dr. Simon sold, "he still 
may feel uneasy about his importance. 
He's got problems, because of overhead, 
he's got to earn a buck, pay the mort- 
gage, send the kids to school. 


"If you're working and hove a small 


piece of the action what can you do? 
What Is your worth as a person? Are you 
Important and appreciated? Are you 
more than just a contribution to a bigger 
gain? The guy may feel his Job Is terrib- 
ly frustrating. The guy who thinks he's 
10 Independent suddenly finds he may 
not be so independent after all." 


According to Dr. Simon, "It's easy to 


say. 'change jobs.' but It's ultimately 
more complex than that. Ultimately we 
have to live in society, In a world that's 
not always friendly, with so many and 
varied people. You still must function, 
sustain yourself. 


"Ultimately we have to live In a 


society where cither people arc the most 
Important thing or you have to suffer the 
consequences. You have to ask a basic 
question. What Is more Important and 
what can be done. What is needed is to 
add a dimension that meets the needs of 
the people." 


The first requirement to living a better 


life, according to Dr. Simon, is a desire 
and commitment to do so. But, ho said, 
thnt's where the fallacy lies. There are 
many things people would like to hove 
happen, ho said, but there is a lack of 
willingness to do the things necessary to 
make them a reality. 


UNTIL PEOPLE establish what they 


feel is a priority, they won't accomplish 
anything. There's a big gap between a 
desire to do something and a com- 
mitment to action, he said. 


According to members of the Commu- 


nity Counseling Center nt Harper College 
in Palatine, what's one man's Utopia is 
not necessarily that of another man's. 
Or, there would be as many Utopias as 
there are people. 


According to Gary Rankln, director of 


testing at the community counseling cen- 
ter, and Dennis Brokke of Schaumburg, 
counselor, the Ideal life cannot be de- 
scribed or defined. They agree a goal 
should bo where sensitivity, under- 
standing and an environment where 
people can dnflno their own lives exists. 


They also agreed that another goal 


should bo where a person achieves his 
maximum potential as a human being, 
whatever that potential Is. Persons 
should bo encouraged to explore other 
areas of life, to dabble, to try different 
things. People have created on idea 
about life, they said, and will make deci- 
sions without investigating or getting all 
the facts. 


The R«v. V«raM finnrtihiri Mitar af 


Faith Lutheran Church in Arlington 
Heights, feels life is filled with frustra- 
tions, fear, guilt and failure and that the 
Church is man's salvation. 


"A LOT of people hove frustrations. 


They have an either/or situation, which 
they don't like. People come to me and 
say, 'I think I ought to do this but my 
conscience says no.' These people have a 
lot of guilt. Maybe a reinforcement or 
revaluation of our values is necessary." 


Rev. Schreiber listed examples of sev- 


eral types of problems he deals with ev- 
ery day in his role as pastor. They sum 
up his contention that a faith In God Is 
needed. 


"One of the biggest problems is par- 


ents who have a sense of failure with 
their children. They ask why their kids 
aren't like other kids they know. A tre- 
mendous amount of my work is in deal- 
ing with death. Death has no respect for 
persons. I have to help people face death 
realistically. Another big fear is middle 
aged man's insecurity In his jdb. He feels 
he can't handle it." 


Rev. Schreiber sold people don't react 


soon enough to some of their problems 
and therefore it's too late in some cases 
to help them. For instance, "In mar- 
riage. The Church married you. It set up 
your goals, to love, honor, obey. Some- 
times people don't come here soon 
enough to say it's not working too well." 


TO LIVE A better life, according to 


Rev. Schreiber, you must remove your- 
self from what he calls "law oriented" 
situations and replace it with a "gospel 
oriented" life. 


"People will find out their worth in life 


when It Is not law oriented," Rev. Schrei- 
ber said. "It's not, I ought to do this or 
that or what do people think of me. We 
have to replace that with gospel oriented 
life. God and His mercy has set us apart 
from the law oriented. 


"The law oriented person either fol- 


lows the rules or says to hell with laws. 
Or he follows them and is guilty. The 
gospel oriented person says, 'I'm having 
trouble, I should seek help. God wants to 
help me. I'm secure enough rather than 
ashamed to talk about my problems.' 


"The better life is found when the per- 


son becomes Christ or gospel oriented. 
That reliance doesn't only reinforce you 
when you're following laws. With the ac- 
tual knowledge of God you have experi- 
enced a kind of joyfulncss or peace 
which you can live out that day. It 
doesn't give you all the answers but 
you're not dependent on any old kinds of 
standards to have a full life." 


To help achieve a completeness In 


yourself, a concentration is needed to 
link your physical well being with your 
mental. 


ACCORDING TO physical fitness in- 


structors Art Mlchaely and Dottle Koell- 
Ing of the Northwest Suburban YMCA in 
DCS Plaincs, there is a great deal of 
stress on the heart in everyday living 
and if this stress Is not relieved problems 
arise, such as heart attacks and strokes. 


Stress results in the constriction of the 


blood vessels, which act as a plumbing 
system within your body. They expand 
and contract when needed. Expanded 
blood vessels help pump blood through 
your system to the heart. A problem 
arises when cholesterol gathers within 
your blood vessels because of an absence 
of physical activity. 


In other words, a physically active per- 


son will help flush out the cholesterol. 
But you must be active more than once a 
week. The weekend athlete, they said, is 
In for trouble. When his heart beats fas- 
tor his blood vessels, which arc clogged, 
constrict and his blood pressure rises. 
This could lead to very serious heart 
problems. People have a lot of stress but 
don't work It off. 


The stress factor in people's lives can 


also bo a contributing factor to the prob- 
lems In some marriages today, they said. 


When the husband builds up stress all 


day he may come home and take It out 
on his wife. She should understand this. 
But It would be better if the husband 
would go out and jog or do other forms 
of exercise, then shower and come back 
home not belligerent but with a whole- 
some attitude. 


WOMEN, ESPECIALLY housewives, 


do a lot of physical work. As long as the 
woman stayed at homo the stress factors 
were mainly with men. Now, with wom- 
en's lib, with women In competition with 
men, there Is more trouble with women. 


They explained that women are affect- 


ed by stress as much as men are in our 
competitive society. The woman nt homo 
has a release from stress. She can 
scream at her children, letting her frus- 
trations out. The women who work and 
have to come homo hove a lot of stress. 
SJio's never done. When she gets home 
she has to clean the house, make supper, 
take care of the kids. Then she's resent- 
ful because her husband doesn't help out. 


Mlchaely blamed the sit down world 


for our physical problems. "Once msn 
began he walked upright. His muscles 
adapted to this position. Now man Is in a 
seated society, at his desk, in front of the 
television, in his car. This is bad for pos- 
ture. Kids today are first in the crib, 
then In a seat, a high chair, car seat. 
This Is the generation that grew up with 
the playpen." 


Michaely said the solution to what nils 


us can be gotten through physical fit- 
ness. "A person feels fresher In tho 
morning after physical exercise at night. 
You can get renewed vitality you haven't 
had since you were a kid. You'll have a 
readiness for the day ahead. 


"BUSINESSMEN have gone to ex- 


ercise programs and have come out of 
them with sharper, fresher, newer ideas 
and make more correct decisions, thus 
Increasing their work production. More 
and more office buildings in the area 
have physical facilities included for its 
employes. Tired, overstressed execu- 
tives don't make correct decisions. 


"One of the problems today is that 


physical labor has been taken out of the 
average job. We could work out our 
frustratio and tension if we could be on 
a job where we would hammer noils." 


Mlchaely feels if a goal is worth reach- 


ing, if you feel It's necessary to achieve 
something, it will get done. 


"People will only do what they feel is 


necessary. If they feel it's necessary to 
read a book onco a week or to walk a 
mile they'll do so. If you say to yourself, 
'I remember how I felt and looked 45 
pounds ago and I want to attain that lev- 
el again,' you con come very close to It if 
it's important enough to you. 


"You owe it to yourself to accomplish 


this. You. also owe it to your wife, you 
owe it to your job, you owe it to your 
boss. Come home 45 pounds lighter and 
in trim shape and tell me your -wife 
wouldn't be happy." 


MICHAELY SAID there is a direct 


relationship between overweight peopb 
and an unhealthy person. 


"Weight creeps up on you," ho sala. 


One of the big problems is that we devel- 
op our lifestyles when we're young. 
From the ago of 8 to 16 are our most 
physically active years. At that time we 
also develop our eating styles and habits. 
Now, when you get to be 25 years old, 
when you're driving around and mostly 
sitting in a chair and not Involved in a 
lot of physical activity, you still have the 
some eating habits you developed when 
you were younger." 


Mlchaely feels that people who don't 


have or make the time to join physical 
fitness classes should embark on a mod- 
crate exercise and diet program of their 
own. 


"People suffer physical ailments physi- 


cal activity can cure. There are alterna- 
tives. We can diet without exercise in 
which the weight will come down. We 
can exercise without dieting in which 
your dimensions will come down but 
your weight might not. Or you can do 
both, eat with moderation and exercise. 


"You need three square meals a day," 


Mlchaely said. "You should eat a large 
breakfast, cereal, juice, milk, tea or cof- 
fee. Then cat a good size lunch and mod- 
erate supper. People become sluggish 
when the bulk of their meals come at 
night. You wake up tired. You have the 
blahs. 


"FOR EXERCISE, the person won't 


stick to something he doesn't like. If you 
like to swim, jog or bicycle you'll do so. 
You have to find an activity you like, 
that's self-satisfying. Do what you do 
well. Then you'll want to do more of it. 
Your activities should fit into your sched- 
ule. A workout program should fit you, 
your lime and your likes." 


Michaely sold the suburban area is 


turning into a bicycle heaven. Jogging 
and swimming are the best for getting 
the most work done in the least time, 
about 12 minutes. Cycling is third. 


According to John Gclch of Arlington 


Heights and director of athletics at Har- 
per Community College in Palatine, con- 
flict within our competitive society, both 
nt work and at play, accounts for many 
of the mental and physical ailments in 
today's society. 


G c l c h said practically everything 


people do is based on competition and 
that If people can't handle It or analyze 
and solve problems it can be quite frus- 
trating. 


PHYSICAL FITNESS instructor Art Michaely Heft) of 
the Northwest Suburban YMCA in DBS Flames believes 
in the importance of a strong mind and sound body in 
helping a person lead a happier, more successful! life. 


With physical exercise, he said, "you can get renewed 
vitality you haven't had since you were a kid." Michaely 
is pictured above with fitness class members Bob Singer 
and Jim Moore, both of Mount Prospect.

Ecclesiastical politics can bo both hi- 


larious and savage, as demonstrated in 
tho manner In which the Episcopal 
Church's largest diocese, Los Angeles 
(all of Southern California) goes about 
electing a bishop. 


On tho hilarious side of this sacerdotal 


Kentucky Derby scheduled for Oct. 7, the 
Southern California Episcopalians in- 
itially formulated a list of no less than 72 
nominees for the post of bishop coadju- 
tor, or heir apparent to retiring Bishop 
Eric ("The Eagle") Bloy. 


This Initial list of those deemed worthy 


of the Episcopal throne In L.A. did not 
include cither Pope Paul or the A'ch- 
blshop of Canterbury. But In an unprece- 
dented demonstration of dlocchan vanity 
it did Include tho denomination's national 
leader, Presiding Bishop John E. Hlncs 
— who immediately declined. 


OTIIEIt PREPOSTEROUS proposals 


included two bishops Ineligible for the 
office (having not yet served their pre- 
sent dioceses for five years; as well as 
three laymen: 1) Outspoken attorney the- 
ologian ("Nixon should be Impeached") 
William Strlngfcllow, 2) A lay monk of 
the order of the Holy Cross, 3) the clover 
L. A. Diocesan press agent Robert Rea- 
gan (no relation to California'* Gover- 
nor). 


This ludicrous lint has now been sensi- 


bly pared to five official candidates, al- 
though there Is an anticipated plethora of 
favorite pastors expected to be nomi- 
nated from tho floor. 


The apparent favorites among tho five 


arc two of Bishop Dlay's subordinates, 
whose offices are In the same Diocesan 
headquarters building — and whose ri- 
valry Is reportedly intense. Suffragan 
(assistant) Bishop Robert Rusack is a 
congenial, rotund and youthful-looking 
prelate, whlli the Rev. Canon Nicholas 
Koulctsls, the headquarters major domo, 
is a fairly crafty ecclesiastical politician 
who has reportedly developed himself 
something of an election campaign ma- 
chine. 


IP KOULftTSIS Is elected, It should 


provide the press with several decades of 
choice headlines. For just last year, Los 
Angeles Police Chief Ed Davis (an Epis- 
copalian who formerly taught Sunday 
School and who nearly entered theo- 
logical seminary) told this writer 


"Kouletsls runs the Bishop . . oil the 


revolutionary activity in tho Ulnccsc Is 
under Kouletsls ... I should have had 
Kouletsls brought before a Grand Jury. 
But from hero on out, whenever clergy 
abet revolutionary activity they will go 
to Jail." 


If the Los Angeles election this fall Is 


anything like the election in 1W7, it 
should be savage as well as amusing. 
For In tho Episcopal Clerical Directory 
there is the following entry for the Into 
ttcv. Robert A. Magill, of Lynchburg, 
Va.: 


"Elected Bishop of Los Angeles, 1947 


— election declined." 


After being elected, Dr. Magill, a love- 


ly man, traveled to L.A. to look over tho 
Diocese and to make his decision wheth- 
er to accept the election. 


He was given the full guided (and gil- 


ded) tour. Late that night, even as ho 
was seeking divine guidance for his deci- 
sion, something of the sort was provided 
— as there was a loud knock on his hotel 
door. 


There stood the Rev. George Davidson, 


D.D., L.L.D., rector of St. John's (fully 
endowed) Parish, Los Angeles — who po- 
litely but firmly Informed the Bishop- 
elect that there were alleged Irregula- 
rities In said election. (Dr. Davidson had 
for years been lusting after tho post.) 
Further: If Dr. Mcglll were so unwise as 


to accept tho election under such onerous 
circumstances, he would be forthwith 
hailed into the civil courts. 


This abrupt and horrifying midnight 


encounter (so entirely foreign to any- 
thing Magill had ever seen or even imag- 
ined back in Dear Old Virginia) resulted 
In his Immediate return to Lynchburg, 
his firmly declining tho election — and 
his reported comment: 


"I would rather be a parish priest In a 


city named for Lynch than bishop of that 
city named for The Angels!" 
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date for tho state legislature in the 3rd 
Legislative District. 


Gertz is a well-known Democrat in Chi- 


cago circles and, some consider, a highly 
irascible one. But he has high praise for 
Mrs. Macdonald, whom he credits with 
much of keeping of the peace in what 
became one of the most controversial 
committees at the convention. 


Citing Mrs. Macdonald's Texas birth, 


her long leadership as a Republican com- 
mlttecwoman, county chairwoman and 
vice president of the Illinois Federation 
of Republican Women, Gertz said many 
conservatives had expected her to act as 
a counterbalance to himself and other 
liberal Democrats. 


"They were astounded to find that she 


made up her own mind and was gov- 
erned by principles rather than politics," 
he wrote. During the course of the com- 
mittee proceedings, he noted, "She was a 
confidante of the promising young organ- 
ization Democrats, Richard M. Daley, 
son of the mayor, and his pal Michael 
Madigan."

WHEN VOTERS IN the 12th Congres- 


sional District go to the polls to vote for 
president, they will be casting ballots for 
Republican Carl Hansen, Elk Grove 
Township committeeman, or Democrat 
Richard G. Kahn of Highland Park, al- 
though neither man's name will appear 
on the ballot. 


Hansen and Kahn are their parties' 


candidates for "elector" in the Electoral 
College, which actually does the electing 
of the president and vice president. 


One or the other will be elected along 


with 25 others of their party (one for 
each U.S. congressman and each U.S. 
senator) who will convene on Dec. 11 to 
pick the president. 


Although they were selected by their 


state party conventions on the basis of 
congressional districts, that is not a re- 
quirement of law, and whichever candi- 
date wins a majority of the total state 
vote gets all 26 electors in his party. 


Those elected in Illinois arc required to 


cast their votes for the majority can- 
didate, although not all states have that 
requirement — one of tho factors which 
leaves open the possibility that the Elec- 
toral College might fail to select a ma- 
jority candidate, throwing the election to 
the House of Representatives.

Despite his earnest efforts to dispel the 


public notion that ho is a cold, distant 
person, most Americans continue to see 
him that way. 


Recently completed DASICO research 


Indicates that even Nixon's admirers 
most often describe him In such com- 
plimentary but aloof terms as "experi- 
enced," "ambitious" and "calm." 


Nixon U seen by most voters as a good 


administrator of presidential functions 
and as having matured considerably 
while in the White House. Ho handles the 
duties of a president with energy, effi- 
ciency, and great skill. However, ho has 
difficulty In projecting himself as a 
warm and responsive person, even to his 
supporters, and he continues to generate 
deep seated distrust and hostility from 
those who arc against him. 


THESE AND other conclusions grow 


out'of research which Is based on a com- 
bination of clinical psychological tech- 
niques ami personal Interviews with 
nearly 450 persons throughout the United 
States. The analysis of results Includes 
statistical summaries of the data and an 


Intensive psychological analysis of "pro- 
jcctivo" material by BASICO psy- 
chologists. 


Voters participating in the study were 


handed a list of 40 carefully selected 
words which describe personality charac- 
teristics. The list contains positive and 
negative words, and the research partici- 
pants could choose as few or. as many 
words as they like to describe President 
Nixon.

energy, ambition and dedication to his 
job. • 


IN CONTRAST, he is not seen as being 


a particularly warm* or open-minded in- 
dividual, even by his supporters, and it Is 
surprising-that he does not receivii a ma- 
jority of choices for "ethical." • 


Thus, the Nixon image; among his sup- 


porters, is that of. a good administrator 
and manager of government who has 
gained tremendous expertise since be- 
coming president but also a person who 
has trouble getting close to the people. 


This view. Is supported by an analysis 


of the in-depth group discussion material 
and a projective question give to re- 
spondents, which read: 


"If I were talking to an undecided vot- 


er, the things I would most like to tell 
them about President Nixon is...." 


Tho analysis shows that tho people 


mainly describe Mr. Nixon's abilities to 
handle the duties of president, and very 
little about his personal qualities. 


Examples of thcso answers include: 
• "He is a very professional politician 


with a large backlog of experience in do- 
mestic and world affairs." 


• "He has the background for the of- 


fice. He's level-headed." 


"He Is a very effective person who

Policy By Consensus Moves Half Circle

WASHINGTON (UPI) - Vice Presl- 


dent Splro T. Agncw's repudiation of for- 
e i g n policy-making by "consensus" 
seems to move this function of the na- 
tional government half circle In one gen- 
eration and full circle In two. 


During this swing, the Republican Par- 


ty that was predominantly Isolationist 
between the two world wars offered the 
label to the Democrats. 


Woodrow Wilson published his League 


of Nations plan before tho end of World 
War I and tried to rally public support 
for It, If not bipartisan support in Con- 
gress. But his party lost control of Con- 
gress in 1918 just before the Armistice 
and before ho sailed for Paris to head 
the U.S. delegation to the peace talks 
leading (o the Versailles treaty which in- 
cluded tho league. 


Demands came soon from prominent 


Republicans in the Senate for a list of 
reservations. This eventually led to Sen- 
ate rejection of the treaty and then the 
election of Warren G. Harding, a Re- 
publican opponent of the treaty, as Presi- 
dent. 


THE CONCEPT OF bipartisan foreign 


policy germinated during World War II. 


Sen. Arthur H. Vondenberg was a dele- 


gate to the San Francisco conference 
which framed the treaty creating the 
Unitcil Nations and led the Republican 
wing Bupportlng it in the Senate. 


During the Truman administration, 


Vandenbcrg in effect held a veto power 
over major foreign policy moves. He pro- 
posed creating a commission to explore 
the Implications of the Marshall Plan to 
rejuvenate western Europe, and also 
sponsored a resolution clearing the way 
for tho NATO treaty.

MIDWAY THROUGH the 1972 presi- 


dential campaign — 21 years after Rus- 
sia joined the nuclear club — Agncw said 
In a campaign speech that the nuclear 
age had shortened tho time for decisions. 


"Because of the time limitations, for- 


eign 'policy cannot be conducted by con- 
sensus," ho said. "The complexity of the 
Issues, coupled with the frequent need 
for secrecy, inhibits the formunltion of 
an Informed consensus in time to make 
vital policy judgments." 


Hence, he said, the nation Is fortunate 


that these decisions arc left to the Presi- 
dent, rather than Congress or profes- 
sional bureaucrats. 


This administration view is rooted in 


the constitutional provisions authorizing 
the President to make foreign policy and 
command the armed forces. It Is now in 
dispute because of overlapping and con- 
flicting authority giving Congress tho 
power to declare war, raise and support 
the armed forces and the Senate a two- 
thirds vote for treaty approval. 


The debate has run through seemingly 


endless votes In Congress over ending 
tho Vietnam War by law. Democrats, in- 
cluding presidential nominee (icorge S. 
McGovern, were in the forefront of tho 
opposition to the War even while Johnson 
was President. 


In 1072, as in 101B-20 and 1940, there is 


no consensus on the old slogan'that poli- 
tics stops at the water's edge.

The most frequently used words relate 


to questions about President Nixon's bas- 
ic honesty and integrity. Whether these 
concerns relate to. previous campaign 
charges against Nixon or to the credi- 
bility problem that all recent presidents 
seem to be facing can .only be specula- 
ted. 


But in any case, the voters will be 


.very difficult, to win over to the Nixon 
camp because of the intensity of the 
negative views they hold about the Presi- 
dent, they also hold vfews similar to the 
Nixon supporters in believing he is not a 
warm person but that he does have a 
great deal of ambition and has gained a 
considerable degree of experience while 
in the White House. 


Again, these comments are also back- 


ed up by an analysis of other psy- 
chological data from the anti-Nixon vot- 
ers in the study. Answers to the "projec- 
tive" item about what they "would most 
like to toll an undecided voter about 
Richard Nixon" reveal a deep distrust of 
him and a feeling that his ambition leads 
him to do many things for personal gain. 


FOR EXAMPLE: 
"He's a deceiving person and very 


much out for personal gain." 


"He's too slick for words. He almost 


always takes a stand that is neither for 
or against something." 


"His policies are all self-serving and 


ho has a 'blatant' disregard for little 
Americans." 


Every president faces strong criticism 


from various segments of the voting pub- 
lic since he obviously cannot satisfy all 
of the people all of the time. The ques- 
tion for Nixon watchers is whether the 
number of people who deeply distrust 
him decreases or increases during the' 
remainder of the election campaign. 


And whether that number decreases or 


increases during the next four years if 
Nixon is reelected in November. 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - In polls re- 


gaining on President Nixon while falling 
farther behind. 


By picking up six poirits-in one poll and 


losing 11 points in another, McGovern 
maintained the momentum that has kept 
his campaign at a standstill. 


This is significant. 
For it tends to corroborate other evi- 


dence that the country is moving for- 
wards and backwards simultaneously. 


On the economic front, prices rise as 


The crime 
rate drops although the number of 
crimes increases. 


THE POPULATION GROWS ever

lead is both expanding and contracting 
fits in with what is happening in other 
fields, bear in mind that the polls in and 
of themselves 'are meaningless. 


It all depends on how they are inter- 


preted. 


Last week, for example, opinion re- 


searcher Albert E. Slndlinger told a 
House subcommittee that when Nixon 
widens his lead it means McGovern's 
prospects are improving. 


He explained that an overwhelming 


Nixon lead would result in a relatively 
small election day turnout and cause 
Democrats who might otherwise split 
their ballots to vote a straight party tick- 
et. 


Both developments would be favorable 


for McGovern, Slndlinger reasoned. And 
it's'dlfficult to fault his logic. 


YOU CAN WELL imagine the elation 


that must have swept Nixon's campaign 
headquarters this week when the new 
Harris poll showed the President six'per- 
centage points lower than last month. 


Campaign Director Clark MacGregor 


immediately calls the White House. 
"Good news, Mr. President. McGovern is 
finally beginning to narrow the gap." 


"Congratulations, Clark. You must be 


doing something right.'But are you sure 
we can continue to lose ground?" 


"It isn't easy, Mr. President You are 


highly popular with the voters. But if you 
continue to avoid campaigning, if we can 
keep Agnew under wraps, McGovern 
should pull almost even by November." 


"That's great, Clark, it looks like we 


are finally cornering the turn. Pretty 
soon we should be able to see the tunnel 
at the end of the light"

ferent causes of cirrhosis of the liver.

This can bo the 
result of drinking too much alcohol over 
long periods of time, or taking in any 
toxic substanc3 which damages the liver. 
It can follow inflammation of the liver

Clearly no 
one answer Is going to satisfy all these 
problems and In treatment it's going to 
make a grant doal of difference what 
causes cirrhosis to begin with. , 


Anyone who has cirrhosis of the liver 


should not drink any alcohol in any form 
at any time. They ere wise to take vita- 
min supplements at least being certain to 
toko an all-purpose vitamin tablet daily 
for the minimal doily requirements. 
Some patients will need supplemental 
iron and others will need to restrict the 
salt in their diet. All patients will need a 
nutritious balanced diet, unless they are 
really having liver failure, and then spe- 
cial diets and hospltallzation are in- 
dicated. In acute illnesses of the liver, 
hormones related to the cortisone group 
are sometimes used. 


Rest is important in individuals who 


avo liver diseases but in individuals who 
do not have liver disease, too much rest 
can lead to fatigue and poor physical fit- 
ness which isn't good for the health ei- 
ther. To evaluate how much activity a 
person should havo requires first-hand 
knowledge of the degree of liver damage 
present. One of the astronauts for ex- 
ample, had a mild form of liver dysfunc- 
tion and despite this, Is one of our space 
heroes and has continued to lead an ac- 
tive useful life with no limitations im- 
posed by his liver problems. 


Dear Dr. Lamb — I read in your col- 


umn that a woman can sometimes get 
pregnant anytime, but is it possible to 
get pregnant on the lost day of tho period 
or the day after the period. Also, If a 
pregnant woman has X rays taken of her 
teeth and she's not wearing a lead apron, 
can tho X rays hurt the fetus? 


Dear Reader — If a woman Is regular 


she usually will not get pregnant on the 
last day of her period or immediately 
after her period. But women are not al- 
ways regular, and It is possible to get 
pregnant at the end of your period. As 
far as dental X rays taken early in preg- 
nancy, they are not likely to cause any 
difficulty with the baby, with or without 
a lead apron.

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Wood field Mall Is Aggravating Flooding In Area 


by XUBT BAER 


.Millions of gallons of water drain from 
Wood/told Mall directly into Salt Creek 
during heavy rains because of minimal 
storm water retention »t the giant shop- 
ping centdr. 


Despite 1069 warnings from top Cook 


County Forest Preserve District officials 
that a direct outlet from Woodflcld to the 
creek would aggravate flooding dangers 
in DuPage and Cook counties, a half-mile 
drainage ditch was dug across the Ned 
Brown Forest Preserve from 1-90 to 
Salt Creek. 


Both Metropolitan Sanitary District 


(MSD) and'Cook County Forest Preserve 
officials say permits for the drainage 
ditch show no indication of retention fa- 
cilities despite a claim by Schaumburg 
Mayor Robert Atchcr that a choke was 
constructed near the East end of the 
channel. 


A check by Herald reporters who 


walked the length of the ditch in an at- 
tempt to verify the existence of a choke, 
found that the only barrier between 1-00 
and the crock appeared to bo a low sand- 
bar halfway between the two points. 


Water from Woodfleld's parking lots 


and rooftops drain under 1-80 through a 
largo concrete culvert built In 1068 69 by 
the Illinois Division of Highways. 


The culvert, which discharges directly 


Into the drainage ditch, has an outfall 
capacity of 1,000 cubic feet of water per 
second, according to Arthur Janura, for- 
est preserve district superintendent. 


In 1968-69 when the forest preserve dis- 


trict was asked to approve the drainage 
ditch across the Ned Brown preserve, Ja- 
nura warnad that the additional storm 
water would worsen flooding along Salt 
Creek and he urged the village of 
Schaumburg to require Woodfield's de- 
veloper to build a retention pond for the 
shopping center. 


"We're talking about what the forest 


preserve district has been preaching for 
some time — flood control," Janura told 
the Cook County board at a meeting on 
the ditch in October, 1069. "Water 
dumped into Salt Creek goes into Du- 
Page County and back into Cook'Coun- 
ty," he said. 


Janura 'says the forest preserve dis- 


trict had no legal choice but to approve 
the drainage ditch when it was ap- 


proached by the village of Schaumburg 
and the state highway department. 


"The State of Illinois came to us with 


Bob Atcher and they wanted to build a 
channel to the creek. We finally gave a 
license to the village of Schaumburg.to 
develop, operate and maintain the chan- 
nel," said Arhtur Turek, engineer for the 
forest preserve district 


Turek said plans for the ditch were 


drawn by the highway department and 
show a direct outlet into Salt Creek. 


According to Atcher, the forest pre- 


serve district designed the ditch which 
was eventually constructed by the high- 
way department. The highway depart- 
ment was later reimbursed for the cost 
of the work by Woodfield Associates, the 
shopping center's developer, he said. 


Atchcr said the plans Included the con- 


struction of a choke system, which he 
described as a "dam with a small hole hi 
it," just west of Salt Creek at the eastern 
edge of a low-lying area. This choke, he 
says, restricts the rate of storm water 
discharge into the creek. 


Janura disputed Atcher's claim that 


there was a dam-like choke in the ditch 


and he said the forest preserve did not 
have a free hand in the channel's design. 


"If we had (done) designed it, the 


ditch would make a U-turn and go right 
back to Woodfield," he said. 


A low sandbar which extends across 


the channel about halfway to the creek 
was observed to be slowing the flow of 
water to the creek. Water was being di- 
verted around the barrier through a mar- 
shy area and then flowed back into the 
channel. 


From there the water continues unin- 


terrupted to the creek. 


Forrest Neil, MSD chief engineer, said 


sewer'permits in his office for Woodfield 
show no Indication of storm water deten- 
tion at the shopping center. 


"The MSD had no authority at the time 


Woodfield was being developed to re- 
quire storm water detention," Neil said. 


Prior, to Jan. 1 of this year, the sani- 


tary district operated under the principle 
that downstream areas were responsible 
for controlling storm water passed to 
them from developments upstream. 


Effective Jan. 1 of this year, the MSD 


changed this regulation so that new de- 
velopments over five acres in area now 


must include storm water retention facil- 
ities large enough so that runoff from the 
development does not exceed the natural 
runoff of the land. 


Woodfield is just one of hundreds of big 


developments built before the change in 
MSD regulations. 


"Whatever retention there might be 


(at Woodfield) would have had to be re- 
quired by the village," Neil said. 


According to Joe Zgonina, Schaumburg 


village engineer, storm sewers at Wood- 
field are designed to drain the shopping 
center during normal, or average rains. 


During times of flash flooding, water 


temporarily backs up a series of steps 
which lead from' Woodfield's 78-inch 
storm sewers to the 120-inch storm sewer 
which runs along 1-90 and eventually 
empties into the drainage ditch, Zgonina 
said. 


Under these conditions, the lower park- 


ing lot could hold up to 25 acre feet of 
water until the sewers clear, he said. • • 


Like Forrest Neil of the MSD, Zgonina 


points to the fact that Woodfield Mall 
was developed before the recent changes 
in the sanitary district's retention regu- 
lations. 


New construction near the shopping 


center, such as the Woodfield Office CeA- 
ter now being developed, will meet the 
new standards, Zgonina says. . 
• 


In the case of,the office complex, un- 


derground retention wffl be accomplish! a 
by draining storm..water through pr*- 
gressiyely narrower sewer pipes until it 
reaches'the main Interceptor sewer, He

Although MSD storm water retention 


r e q u i r e m e n t s were only recently 
vadopted,: the practice of storing stork 
water and rejgulating 'its discharge hi s 
been known to planners and engtaec s 
for sometime. 


In Arlington Heights, for example, re- 


tention basins were built as early as 19*9 
when the developer of the Hasbrook sub- 
division was .required .to. construct .a 
storm water pond along Thomas Avenue 
in that village. ...

Atcher says that over a million dollars 


worth of storm sewer was laid at the 
time Woodfield was developed to service 
the shopping center and the nearly 
Union Oil complex. 
• ] 


Numerous agencies were Involved ii- 


eluding the forest preserve district, the 
MSD and the state bureau of rivers and 
streams.

Suburbs Need 


Airport Voice 


The newest — and perhaps most 


far reaching — scheme to bring 
s o m e suburban control 
over 


O'Harc International Airport has 
surfaced in the form of a 28-page 
piece of legislation to be sponsored 
by State Representative Howard 
Mohr (R-5th). 


The legislation is far reaching in 


its intent and so dramatic in Its im- 
plications for a change in control 
over the mammoth airport that it 
appears to have scant chance of 
passage. 


In brief, the intent of Rep. 


Mohr's proposal is to wrest the 
control of O'Harc from the City of 
Chicago which owns it and place 
authority for its operation with a 
Metropolitan 
Airport 
Authority 


which would have a nine-member 
governing board — five of whom 
would by statute reside within a 
mile of the airport. 


The new airport authority would 


have control over all Chicago met- 
ropolitan airport operations, in- 
cluding Mclgs, as well as future 
airports to IK? built. 


We understand Mohr's search for 


a response to total City of Chicago 
control over O'Harc and sympa- 
thize with it, but we believe his 
plan is so impractical and so 
doomed to political failure that it 
should not be seriously considered. 


The plight of the suburbanite 


who must live with O'Hore but has 
no voice in its operation is legiti- 
mate. 


Regardless of who came first, 


the airport or the suburbs which 
now surround it, the'plain fact of 
suburban life In the Northwest sub- 
urbs is that airport congestion, 
noise and pollution descend upon 
us dally. 


We believe 'suburban residents 


should at least have some voice in 
the operation of the field but that 
the voice must first be a minority 
voice. 


Instead of Mohr's ill-fated at- 


tempt to seize control of O'Hare 
from Chicago, we propose that his 
legislation provide for minority 
suburban representation on a gov- 
erning board for Chicago's O'Hare 
and that suburban office holders be 
appointed to the board by the Gov- 
ernor. 


We realize with the City of Chi- 


cago left with a majority member- 
ship critics of this plan will say it 
Is pointless. 


Our point here is that although 


the suburbs deserve a voice in 
O'Harc affairs, it is hard to justify 
the complete takeover of the air- 
port to the exclusion of the 
city 


Further, we believe Mohr's plan 


would not have a chance of pas- 
sage in the legislature and instead 
he should seek a compromise 
whereby the voice of the suburban 
resident at least will have a forum 
from which to be heard. 


There is adequate precedent for 


such a plan in the composition of 
the CTA and the Cook County 
Board. 


i 
Chicago's financial and energetic 


commitment to O'Hare should not 
be dismissed lightly. 


The suburbs do not wish to sec 


the demise of O'Hare airport for it 
would signal the demise of the sub- 
urban vitality, too. 


We do not seek to control 


O'Harc, but to help guide it. 


For in large part, its destiny is 


ours. 


Law System Works 


At the recent annual meeting of 


the National Association of Black 
Psychologists in San Francisco, 
five black behavioral scientists 
told how they assisted attorneys to 
pick the all-white jury which ac- 
quitted Angela Davis. 


Without knowledge of spectators 


or newsmen or of potential jurors, 
the psychologists carefully ob- 
served the behavior of prospective 
jurors during the long weeks of 
j u r y s e l o c t l o n . Things they 
watched for were whether a pros- 
pcctive juror spoke to other pros- 
pective jurors, how the jurors ac- 
ted at lunch periods outside the 
courtroom, any actions indicating 
attitudes toward a black defend- 
ant. 


"Our belief," explained one psy- 


chologist, "was that a juror's vot- 
ing is influenced not only by the 
court evidence and his own atti- 
tude, but by the interaction of his 
own personality and the group dy- 
namics in tho jury room." 


•'• • psychologists made "ex- 


t r i in c I y detailed" observations 
which were presented to defense 
attorneys. They also counseled 


Miss Davis on how she should con- 
duct herself during the trial. 


They did a good job She was 


found innocent on all counts of 
m u r d e r , kidnapping and con- 
spiracy in connection with a Cali- 
fornia courtroom Shootout in 1970. 


Intrinsic to the American system 


of law, which Angela Davis scorns, 
is the belief that the burden oi 
proof is with the prosecution. Co- 
rollary to this is the unwritten rule 
that a defendant is entitled to ev- 
ery legitimate advantage he can 
get. 


Thus few people will see any- 


thing wrong in efforts by Miss 
Davis* attorneys to secure the most 
favorably Inclined jury they could. 


But imagine the uproar if it had 


just been revealed that the state in 
this trial 
had 
employed psy- 


chologists to do just the opposite — 
to spy on prospective jurors in or- 
der to help the prosecution pick 
those inclined toward conviction. 


As it is, those who claim that a 


black cannot get a fair trial in 
America may be right — but in a 
way just the opposite of what they 
mean.

I would 
suggest that Paddock review its policy 
which permits negative statements to be

much if they live to, be a hundred. It Is 
unwise to build or patronize Ice cream 
parlors 'near the end of runways where 
aircraft take off. 


Some people also feel that is is unwise 


to allow airplanes to take off or for that 
matter land over fllled-up school build- 
ings, such as Oliver Wendell Holmes in 
Wheeling, because they theorize that no 
matter how careful everybody is, you are 
someday likely to have a Cessna or Twin 
Beech or Saberjet or something slam 
unannounced into the seventh grade lan- 
guage arts class, and maybe with a 
tailwind, on into the principal's office. 


Village boards, planning authorities, 


airport people and school administrators 
argue at great length about this, and 
meanwhile the planes keep on losing alti- 
tude, dropping down toward the school. 
If one drops In, all the arguments are 
going to be both settled and meaningless 
at the same time. So It is not good policy 
to let this continue to happen. It is not 
wise to believe that every part in every 
engine in every plane is going to function 
just so, that every pilot's hand Is all that 
steady all the time, that every altimeter 
is going to be accurate, that every wind 
will hold favorable and steady, that ev- 
ery fuel gauge Is on the money after the 
plane has been up for some time.

One of the thorniest problems this 


newspaper faces on a day-to-day basis is 
clarifying what Is news and what is opin- 
ion to our readers. 


Witness the current squabble over re- 


pair work in the storm-ravaged Forest 
View High School gym in southern Ar- 
lington Heights. Behind that superheated 
fight is a question asked several times 
last week about the difference between 
news and opinion. 


On Wednesday, in all Herald editions 


there appeared an "Education Today" 
column by Wandalyn Rice, education 
writer, about the frustration created by a 
special Interest group — I.e. the Forest 
View parents. 


Miss Rice was critical of the "obnox- 


ious manner" In which the parents pre- 
sented their complaints to the Dist. 214 
board Monday night. The day the column 
appeared, Mrs. Elizabeth Mueller of Ar- 
lington Heights wrote in and complained 
the column "wasn't objective." 


This reporter wrote a news story on 


same board meeting, a story which ran 
on Thursday. Indeed, before I'd purchas- 
ed my second cup of coffee Thursday 
morning, a Fence Post letter from Mrs. 
Mueller appeared on my desk, chastizing 
Miss Rice for her subjectivity and laud- 
Ing me for my objectivity. 


When I report, It's my Job to be objec- 


tive. But any Herald'columnist — wheth- 
er writing "Education Today" or "Tom 
Wellman's Column" — is supposed to be 
subjective, analytical and — above all 
else — fair- 


The point of writing a column is to 


take the news and facts and interpret 
them in a fresh light. Subjectivity Is re- 
quired in a column or editorial — and it 
always amuses me when an editorial is 
praised for being "objective." 


In addition, I agree with Miss Rice: 


The audience, a special interest group 
(and there's nothing wrong with that), 
was "obnoxious" in voicing its com- 
plaints (considerable shouting and booing 
accompanied the verbal assaults on the 
school board and administration). 


Granted, the delay in repairing the 


damage at Forest View is Inexcusable, 
and a public outcry was necessary to 
spark a speed-up. But the outburst — 
which could have been controlled by a 
firmly pounded gavel — was a bit child- 
ish and mob-like.* • • 


Elsewhere on this page a strongly 


worded letter appears from Roderick 
M c L e n n a n 
of Arlington Heights. 


McLennan, an assistant superintendent 
In Dist. 214, is critical of a Sept. 19 letter 
criticizing the district's failure to lower 
its flags after the Olympic calamity. 


The letter writer requested that her 


name be withheld and we complied. The 
letter was not only an attack on Dist. 
214's flag policy;, it was an attack on the 
manner in which Gilbert responded to 
the anonymous caller's questions. 


McLennan's point is that the Herald 


should always print the name of letter- 
writers, thus maintaining "public ac- 
countability," especially when the letter- 
writer chooses to criticize the personal 
style of a public official. 


But other public officials have been 


subjected to semi-personal criticism by 
letter writers, some of whom remain 
nameless. And some of those semi-per- 
sonal criticisms have alerted the public 
to a danger. 


And from some governing 
bodies 


there's the threat of retribution. A 
"name withheld" policy on Southern 
newspapers in the late 1960's could have 
allowed racial moderates to expose Klan 
activities. 


The problem is, when letter writers are 


protected, there are going to be some 
abuses. The healthy criticism Is mingled 
with the bad, personal criticisms are lev- 
eled on responsible public officials such 
as Edward Gilbert, men do not warrant 
such venemous attacks. 


Granted, the social Issue raised by our 


correspondent is minor, her attack is 
somewhat personal, and there's little 
chance of school room retribution, even 
if her name had been published. But our 
readers deserve the right to criticize and 
carp — even under the shield of anonym- 
ity. 


Another Coronet season has ended. 


This year certainly has to rank as one of 
the corps most successful In its ten year 
tenure. 


Tho 80 member Coronets Color Guard 


and Drill Team was undefeated in drill 
team competition, capping off its 1972 
season success with a record breaking 
triumph In the August 21 VFW national 
meet In Minneapolis. It also performed 
in several parades and exhibitions, draw- 
ing appreciative raves and awards for 
these performances. In summary, the 
corpse represented itself as a unit, as 
individuals, and as an Arlington Heights 


v civic group In grand fashion. 


However the reason for this writing is 


not to heap further pleasantries on the 
Coronets and Us dedicated Instructors, 
but to give thanks to the corps sponsors, 
area merchants, town citizens and town 
officials for their support of the Coronet 
activities. Without the financial support 
from the local merchants and citizens, 
the corps couldn't feasibly raise Its esti- 
mated $12,000 budget. Without the coop- 
eration of the parents, the demanding 
practice and competition schedules could 
not be adhered to by the corps members. 
Without the- cooperation 
from High 


School Dist 214, the practice and show 
facilities could not be secured. The big 


word in this successful campaign was co- 
operation — from the Coronet girls, their 
parents, the local merchants, the local 
citizens, and our town governmental 
agencies. 


It was hard work, but the wonderful 


welcome home ceremony given by the 
local officials was an appropriate finale 
for all of the blood, sweat, and tears that 
went into the memorable 1972 march to 
victory.

NEW YORK (UPI) - American hunt- 


ors tpcnd more than $2 billion a year to 
kill birds and animals, but one group 
among them spends nearly $31 million 
without caring much whether it kills or 
not And they aren't camera bugs. 


They arc real hunters who actually get 


a shot at tho critters tl-oy stalk. They use 
bow and arrow. 


"A bowhuntcr must bo happy Just to 


sco the gamo and got off a shot, because 
it involves a conteit In which you have a 
better chance of losing than winning," 
says Dan Lloyd, national accounts man- 
ager at Ben Pearson Archery and an in- 
veterate bowhuntcr. 


Tho challenge and romance of archery 


have attracted more than eight million 
people of all ages and both sexes, ac- 
cording to tho National Archery Associ- 
ation. 


ARCHERY EQUIPMENT soles will hit 


$51 million this year, Industry sources 
say. While this represents only a three 
per cent increase over tho $49.5 llllon re- 
tail performance of last year, officials 
predict annual growth of between S and 
10 per cent over tho next decade. 


Archery's official debut at the recent 


Olympics Is expected to stimulate inter- 
est in tho sport U.S. competitors 
bagged two gold medals at Munich. 


"Television coverage of tho Olympics 


can only bo good for archery," Lloyd 
said. 


Sales impact of tho Olympics Is ex- 


pected to bo at tho lower end — equip- 
ment purchased for tho first time for 
backyard shooters and complete sets 


bought for Institutional-educational pro- 
grams. 


GROWTH OF SCHOOL participation is 


another sales factory. Layt year, some 
ISO high schools were known to offer 
archery in some form, and the National 
Archery Association expects that figure 
to triple by 1076. 


Bowhunters, 'however, are the bread 


and butter of tho archery industry. Ac- 
cording to the Archery Manufacturer's 
Organization, 80 per cent of the market 
is in bowhuntlng equipment and acces- 
sories. 


Six million or so archers will take to 


tho woods this fall. They find the ro- 
mance and challenge of meeting the ani- 
mal on his own terms a privilege in to- 
day's cluttered and polluted atmosphere. 


"Not every good archer can bring back 


trophies with a bow and arrow," says 
Fred Bear, dean of American bow- 
hunters. "Good bow range lies between 
20 and 40 yards, and to get that close you 
have to be a skilled woodsman." 


Jim Dougherty, renowned bowhunter 


who counts among his trophies the Afri- 
can Cape buffalo, believes one thrill of 
successful bowhuntlng is the need to 
blend with nature. The sights and sounds 
of tho woods then become more real. 


"I have seen bucks fight, watched 


boars teach their cubs how to dig up 
anthills. I even saw a pack of coyotes 
chaso and kill a deer once while sitting 
on a ridgo," Dougherty recalls. 


Dan Lloyd echoes this evaluation. 
"I have seen more game since I be- 


came an archer In 1065, then I did In the 
IS previous years as a gun hunter," he 
said.

A new advertising practice, which real 


estate brokers and agents arc being en- 
couraged to use In several parts of tho 
country, holds promise of helping to 
solve the problem of "how big Is large?" 


What apartment seeker has not rushed 


over to look at tho "largo 4 rms., Hi 
bths, beaut, dee." apartment, only to 
find tho bedrooms of a size that would 
give a midget a severe attack of 
claustrophobia? Tho problem Is that lar- 
geness, like beauty, Is In tho cyo of the 
beholder. 


Apartment seekers should benefit, 


then, from tho trend toward advertising 
"net square feet" — a considerably more 
objective measure of whether tho living 
space is Indeed "large." Tho practice is 
under consideration for adoption by the 
American Society of Real Estate Coun- 
selors. Its use Is now official (though op- 
tional) in the New York Real Estate 
Board, and currently It's In unofficial use 
In a few areas of the country. 


EVEN ITS proponents, though, admit 


It's not a perfect solution. There is al- 
ways the possibility, of course, that an 
owner, or agent might misread his tape 
measure and accidentally calculate the 
area to be 10 or 15 square feet larger 
than it actually is. Guaranteeing the ac- 
curacy of square footage as stated in the 
ads Is next to Impossible. 


Besides this, "net square footago" as 


defined in common real estate usage* can 
bo something less than accurate as an 
Indication of actual usable space. If 
you're In an area where the practice is 
used, you'll have to learn how to Inter- 
pret tho ads. 


"Gross square feet" is the total area 


enclosed by tho outside surfaces of a 
building's walls. Builders, contractors 
and real estate operators arc mere likely 
to bo concerned with it than renters or 
buyers of single-family residences.

"Net square feet" is measured from 


Interior wall surfaces. A living room 
Hint's IS by 20 feet, as generally mri- 
surcd by householders, from wall to wall, 
contributes 300 square feet to the "net" 
figure. However,... 


Projections into a room arc not ex- 


cluded. Air-conditioning- ducts, for ex- 
ample, might bo enclosed in a 2V4-foot 
projection into a room. That five square 
feet — though absolutely unusable by tho 
occupants — makes up five of the "net 
square feet" as officially calculated. 


ANOTHER CONSIDERATION is that 


walls may be broken up by the location 
of doors, windows, radiators and so on, 
creating problems of furniture plocc- 
zmmt. Such an apartment might measure 
out to a generous "net square feet" fig- 
ure, while still leaving the occupants 
with a feeling that "there Isn't much 
room in it." 


Apartment seekers, In short, won't find 


this the perfect answer to the question of 
"how big is largo?" But it should get 
considerably closer to the answer than 
Uic system we've had up till now. 


For purposes of comparison, figure tho 


net square feet of your present living 
quarters. A tape measure then gives ei- 
ther the apartment seeker or those shop- 
ping for a house a more reliable Idea of 
how much living area you're getting than 
the unaided cyo.

Experts Paint A Changing Picture Of Marriage

At the age of 45 or 50 today's woman 


has too many years ahead of her to toler- 
ate a miserable marriage. She still has 
another 20 or 25 yean to enjoy a second, 
happier marriage or a life on her own. 


So stated Edward Rosenberg, matri- 


monial lawyer, In speaking last week to 
the Woodflcld Jewish Congregation Sis- 
terhood. 


This has not always been so, he ex- 


plained. People are living longer, and In 
better health than ever before In the his- 
tory of man. Not too many years ago, 
few men or women lived much past the 
23th year of marriage. 


Rosenberg, vice president of the Amer- 


ican Academy of Matrimonial Lawyers, 
stressed that the economical picture Is 
changing, too, another factor In the high 
divorce rate. Yet the greatest number of 
women who seek advice from a divorce 


lawyer do not go through with the di- 
vorce. 


Co-speaker on the program was Dr. 


Marvin Zlporyn, psychiatrist, who also 
agreed that a woman should "split" rath- 
er than stumble through a disastrous 
marriage. 


"Monogamy is not natural," said the 


doctor, who believes that couples have 
to work at making marriages pleas- 
urable. "But 'work' is a dirty word," he 
added. Other dirty words are "com- 
petition" and "effort," said Dr. Ziporyn, 
who emphasized that most people today 
do not want to extend themselves. "They 
even take drugs to take the effort out of 
love-making!" 


THE DOCTOR'S definition of an ideal 


marriage is one in which both partners 
love each other, want to spend their lives 
looking after ccch other and making 
each other happy, asking nothing In re- 


turn. "But then there is no such Ideal 
marriage," he conceded. 


We all have problems and the woman 


who feels "caged" because of children, 
household duties and 
responsibilities 


should put herself In the man's shoes. 


"Men are in a cage, too," remarked 


Zlporyn. "Most jobs are boring and 
many of us lead our lives in quiet desper- 
ation. It's the nature of reality that we 
do not get everything we want." 


Both speakers traced the history of 


man-woman relationships back to the 
earliest known man, a hunting animal. It 
was pointed out that the anatomy of man 
has remained unchanged for 30,000 
years; young pregnant females of 13 or 
14 found it awkward and difficult to 
chase animals. The infants were depend- 
ent on the women for survival and this 
became woman's responsibility. The 
women anfl children were dependent on 


the men for food and protection and this 
became man's responsibility. 


However, with the easy life of today — 


affluence, grocery stores, pasteurized 
milk, contraception — the relationships 
of men and women are undergoing much 
re-evaluation. The roles are changing. 


WHILE AN INCREASING number of 


marriages end at 15 or 20 years (the 
"devastation" age) many more end 
much sooner. According to the speakers 
four out of every five marriages among 
couples under 20 years old end in divorce 
before 15 years. They marry for "what's 
in it for me?" 


Both authorities agreed that marriage 


Is too easy. "We have rigid, yet liber- 
alized divorce laws, but few marriage 
laws." 


During a question and answer session 


the speakers said that statistics show 
that children with one parent have no 
more juvenile delinquency or emotional 


problems than children with two parents. 
Kids will live up to or down to what you 
expect of them. Treat them as respon- 
sible people and they'll be responsible; 
treat them as kids, they'll sink in chal- 
lenge. 


"Education tends to keep young people 


dependent," said Rosenberg. "It's the 
nature of our economy, they're not ma- 
ture as they were in earlier societies." 


The women asked: Why do men get 


into affairs? "It's danger and ex- 
citement," stated Rosenberg. 


It was also suggested by the speakers 


that "affairs" often benefit a marriage 
(as long as the man isn't caught). A man 
with an affair can afford to be more tol- 
erant at home; it does much for his mo- 
rale; he Is more relaxed and not worried 
about dullness. 


Unfortunately, there wasn't time to 


discuss the pros and cons of a woman 
having an "affair."

There are alternatives. A lot of the 


suede and leather being used as trim in 
fall garments is an imitation cotton ma- 
terial that eliminates costly cleaning 
problems. The initial price of the article 
is also greatly reduced. Yet suede cloth 
is not as rich looking as the real thing.

NEW YOKK (UPI) - That hired hami 


on the farm mmmmay bo a woman 


They're not labeling It part of the 


women's llhcrallon movement, but wom- 
en arc shouing up as part of the farm 
labor force, mnn> of them as owners or 
managers. 


Statistically the number "down on the 


farm" doesn't sound all that Impressive 
But there arc enough women In agricul- 
tural job* for the Knrm Journal mnga- 
zir? to devote an article to them and In 
urge that farmers, finding themselves 
short of help, well might look to the 
women as a source. 


The Women's Bureau of the U S De- 


partment of Labor estimates that in July 
of this >ear (July's n peak month for 
farm employment), there were 121,000 
women farmer* and farm managers, and 
another GOI.OQO foremen and laborers. 
Those figures were for women 16 years 
and older. 


TIIF. UO.MK.V arc hardly getting rich 


in agricultural jobs, n though you htuc to 
count the fringe benefits of fresh air, 
plenty of outdoor exercise and in many 
instances a well-laden table of foods 
fresh, frozen or canned. 


The Women's Bureau said the current 


median Income year-round for women

You figure on saving 30 per cent of the 


present cost of living in dropping off ex- 
penses necessary now — automobile 
mileage and gasoline or commuting 
fares to work, parking fees, lunches, 
taxis, heavy wear on clothes and payroll 
taxes in some areas. 


Further, says the AIM, there may be a 


drastic downward shift In federal taxes 
when you reach1 65. And you may have 
less income to be taxed also. 


The Bureau of Labor Statistics says 


the "average" couple today can live on a 


low budget of $3,200 yearly In a metro- 
politan area. 
.The "average" Intermediate budget 


eats up $4,600 In annual after-tax income, 
and the so-called higher budget takes 
$7,400. That higher budget may be com- 
fortable, but it's by no means considered 
luxurious. 


Consider too that old bugaboo inflation. 


Today, says the publication, $500 a 
month after taxes is considered enough 
for a comfortable if somewhat tight life 
of leisure. If inflation continues at 4 per 
cent a year, 10 years from now that $500 
will buy only $338 in leisure. And that's 
not comfortable. 


The booklet outlines potential sources 


of funds for leisure years, including So- 
cial Security, private pension plans, an- 
nuities, "savings payout" plans, stocks 
and bonds and real estate investments. 


Of the pros and cons of home own- 


ership or renting in retirement, the guide 
says, "Renters usually need 20 per cent 
more income than mortgage-free home- 
owners."

Stewart Guides 
Elk Graae Past Palatine

Joff Stewart does know how to throw a 


football. 


And what he can't make going over a 


too, he'll probably get going right 
through 'em. 


Palatine found this to be substantially 


true, much to their dismay, Friday eve- 
ning when they sailed into Elk Grove ter- 
ritory to take on the defending Mid-Sub- 
urban League champs. Stewart was 
practically a one-man show In passing 
and running the Grenadiers to an Im- 
pressive 25-14 victory over the Pirates 
for their third win in as many games this 
season. 


It was alto the ninth consecutive 


triumph (or coach Don Schnake's outfit 
over a two-year span and all of It has 
been under the field generalship ef 6-3, 
ISO-pound Jef f ery Stewart 


The veteran signal caller amassed a 


total offense of nearly 300 yards Friday, 
tallying twice himself along the way. 
More significantly, ho accounted for 
nearly 100 of those yards and prompted 
another of the four Grove IDs, via the 
airways. 


"Wo had to start throwing a little more 
... In self-defense," Schnake admitted 


afterwards. "I'm afraid we've gained a 
reputation as a team that doesn't get off 
the ground very much. The defenses 
have been getting so stacked up against 
us I'm worried about safeties trying to 
red dog It" 


Stewart didn't throw a lot against Pal- 


atine by normal standards. Considering 
that in two previous contests this fall be 
was one-for-five for ten yards in the air 
and that In those eight straight prior 
wins he had completed only eight of 31 
flings for 
147 yards however one 


can see where an opponent might tighten 
up In the front line against him. 


So In the very first quarter the lanky 


senior unleashed a 48-yard scoring bomb 
to Gary Martin and before the game was 
over he had passed for M yards and 
nuhed for an astounding 183 more In 
dealing Palatine their first conference 
setback and their second loss of their 
season. 


"He's an exceptional ball player," Pi- 


rate helmsman Arv Hervstedt sighed. 
"We couldn't contain him at all." 


The pests too entered a decent looking 


quarterback into the fray in tall Jim Sob- 
czynski, and the 178-pound senior in- 
flicted a little damage of his own to the 


Grenadier defenses. But after leading 
Palatine back Into a 7-6 lead .after the 
hosts had first dented the acpreboard, 
Sobcynskl and company found' most of 
their other rallies falling, short while the 
Grove accumulated an invincible 25-7 
edge. . 


"Our defense really let us down," Her- 


stedt added/ "I thought we had worked 
out most of the kinks last week after 
doing a rather poor Job against Glen- 
brook North in our opener. Now it looks 
like it's back to the drawing board

again." 


The Pirate coach also felt penalties 


were detrimental to the Palatine cause. 
'"They hindered us all through the game 
and what hurt the most Is that all of 
them were caused by our veterans rather 
than our younger players." 


Herstedt couldn't get down on his quar- 


terback though, after completing a dozen 
passes for 170 yards and setting up both 
scoring thrusts by the guests. "He's ac- 
tually a converted end with just one pre- 
vious game's worth of experience at 


quarterback before tonight. He's already 
doing a great job back there for us." 


After Stewart had uncorked his open- 


ing touchdown pass, which sailed nearly 
50 yards In the air before Martin hauled 
it in all alone* at the fiv-five-yard stripe, 
Palatine roared immediately back into 
lead with the help of a pair of Sobczynski 
aerials. 


Both were gathered in by fleet-footed 


back Jan Fitzgerald. The first was 
plucked from between a trio of defenders 
for an 18-yard gainer and the second was 
off to the sidelines where Fitzgerald 
eluded a pair of tacklers while scamper- 
ing for a 42-yard gain. 


Four plays later Andy Knotek blasted 


in off right tackle to complete the 68- 
yard march. Tim Lane toed over the con- 
version and with 1:10 remaining in the 
first stanza the visitors owned a one- 
point lead. 


In the second quarter after an offen- 


sive pass interference penalty had 
thwarted another Palatine drive, Elk 
Grove regained the lead on a quick play 
attack that spanned 71 yards. Stewart 
broke off one run for 38, then Tony Trin- 
'gali swept righ end for 18 and came 


back on a pltchout around the left end 
for seven more. 


Workhorse Jeff Schroeder (as in la- 


ter) took it In from there, angling off the 
right side, and the hosts were never 
headed again. 


Before halftime the Grove struck pay 


dirt again, a 25-yard Stewart-to-Martin 
pass priming this TD. The Grennies had 
initiated this scoring thrust thanks to 
Frank Bavaro's interception of a deflec- 
ted pass. 


Near the beginning of the fourth quar- 


ter the hosts moved 80 yards In six plays 
to ring up their final score. Stewart ac- 


-countcd for 60 of those yards including 47 


on a pass-option play to climax the drive. 


Palatine rebounded after that, going 60 


yards in ten plays to close the gap to 
nine points. A couple of Sobczynski to 
Pete McNally hurls spurred that ad- 
vance and Knotek eventually went over 
on a fourth down from the four but by 
then time was running out 


Another pair of Palatine penalties 


allowed the hosts to retain possession of 
the ball for the remaining six minutes of 
the game.

Meadows Bags 
Another Win; 
Apaches Star

The play doesn't appear in the Rolling 


Meadows varsity football playbook, but It 
was executed without a hitch Friday 
night and loomed as the clincher as the 
Mustangs shattered Prospect, 12-0. 


Essentially, the strategy goes like this: 


You receive the ball via a Prospect punt 
and immediately get penalized for off- 
side. With a first and 15 to go, the quar- 
terback keeps for four and an second and 
11, the fullback Is stopped for no gain. 


Then it's up to the officials to declare 


it's fourth down Instead of third and 
make you punt the ball. You comply and 
when the punt receiver fumbles the kick, 
you recover and drive In for the touch- 
down. 


"I didn't rcallie It at the time," a Jubi- 


lant Mustang head coach Angelo Barro 
admitted, "but If that's what happened, 
that's the way we planned It," 
he 


laughed. 


Actually, the two-year-old Meadows 


powerhouse hit for the cycle — tallying 
by every means possible — in frustrating 
veteran Prospect In an Ultra-divisional 
Mid Suburban League collision. 


Stan Hilly kicked his weekly field goal 


to push Rolling Meadows on top 3-0 at 
the half with the unrehearsed Prospect 
backbrcakcr coming late in the third pe- 
riod. The final two points came courtesy 
of the Mustang defense via a safety. 


Or maybe It should be courtesy of the 


Apache unit. 


As Barro explained, "We got together 


at a coach's meeting last week and 
needed a name for our defensive platoon. 


We came up with the Idea of Apaches 
and the kids really liked it." 


The touted 11 Mustang defensive start- 


en did more than "like it." They played 
the role without a flaw — and in full 
dress, besides. As Barro continued, "We 
painted their face* with three stripes pri- 
or to the game. The red stripe (over both 
cheeks) means blood. The while itripe 
(below the red) means sacrifice. And the 
purple stripe (down the forehead and 
over the nose) means Mustang pride." 


Not exactly the color scheme you

The Knights were saddled with their

Falcons Remain Undefeated In MSL 
Forest View Wins Slugout With Fremd, 7-0

"A lot of times a close game hinges on 


one play, but this game didn't." 


That oplnon, offered by Fremd coach 


Al Ratcllff, seemed to tell the story of 
Friday night's bone-jarring game on the 
Viking gridiron, which was a very sig- 
nificant 7-0 victory for Forest View. 


In what Ratcliff's adversary — Falcon 


coach Paul Jordan — called "the hard- 
est-hitting high school game I've seen in 
a long time," the visitors slowly but 
surely wore down a Fremd team which 
put up a stiff argument from start to fin- 
ish. 


As Ratcllff pointed out, there was noth- 


ing spectacular or sudden at all about 
the game. Forest View's style was about 
as subtle as a punch In the now — and 
also about as foreceful. The Falcons 
went about their business as methodical- 
ly as stripping down a car. 


Fremd played with just about as much 


vigor of purpose, but it was the Falcons 
who stayed In control of things, to the 
tune of 58 plays to the Vikings' 40. As 
Ratcllff also observed, "We were half a 
step behind them the whole game." • 


The winners should have .had more 


than seven points with 237 total yards 
(138 on the ground, again led by junior 
sensation John Kronforst with 123), but 
then, the hosts should have scored with 
157 yards. The reason they didn't: there 
were mistakes on both sides. Each 
topped 70 yards In penalties. • < 


The story was that Forest View defen- 


sively gave up a few yards here and 
there but always got tough when it had 
to. 


"They toojc away our consistency," ex- 


plained Ratcllff, whose ground game had 
paced two one-sided victories but whose 
same terrain troops were thwarted Fri- 
day. "They never let us have more than 
two first downs In a row all night. We 
just couldn't get any flow going." 


Thus, not much was needed offensive- 


ly. A grind-it-out, 12-play, 78-yard march 
talcing up most of the second quarter re- 
sulted in the only touchdown. The drive

was helped along on a key roughlng-the- 
klcker penalty after Fremd had appar- 
ently forced Forest View to punt. 


This set up the guests on the enemy 42. 


BUI Milkier, continuing to turn in a work- 
manlike performance at quarterback, 
threw twice to tricky receiver Tom Muel- 
ler for 12 and 10 yards. Kronforst banged 
away three straight times inside the six 
and scored on a one-yarder. 


Chuck Meade kicked the extra point 


, and the rest of the evening most of ac- 
'tion was offensively frustrating and de- 
fensively bruising. 


For most of the second half, the teams 


exchanged the ball back and forth until 
Fremd got a break which seemed as 
though It just might turn the tide late in 
the fourth quarter. 


A bad snap forced punter Mueller to 


bobble the ball and run for his life. He 
did a commendable job of this, but still 
was forced out of bounds two yards short 
of a first down and Fremd took over on 
the Forest View 26. 


However, for the ninth and final time, 


the Falcons weathered the storm without 
yielding a score as third and fourth-down 
passes fell harmlessly to the ground. 


The Vikings had one last shot in the. 


dying seconds1 and quarterback Mark 
Pettlt completed one pass in his own ter- 
ritory, but Meade intercepted on the last 
play. ,

When the big Cougar tackle — 
draped over the shoulders of Coach Ralph 
Loseo and a manager — finally limped to 
the bus, he couldn't get on. Blocking his 
path were Conant people as they 
searched the vehicle's floor for Pat Hick- 
cy's contact lens. 


"I don't think It's serious, thank good- 


ness," said Losee of Kamlnskl's ankle. 
But what about the lens, coach? "We 
found It In his helmet," chuckled the 
Cougars' happy leader. 


Loser, his proud coaching staff and 


two busload* of players had every reason 
1o be Jubilant as they left the Wheeling 
parking lot. They had Just stunned • fa- 
vored Wheeling team, 94, In a Mid-Sub- 
urban League cross division game. 


The victory, Conant's first against two 


losses, ended a five-game losing streak. 
It also was only the second victory in the 
last 13 games. Wheeling is 1-2. 


"They hit tonight and went after us," 


said Jack Llljeberg, Wheeling's head 
coach, of the Cougars. "We committed a 
lot of turnovers and they were there on 
the spot to recover them." 


Conant didn't score on the pair of re- 


covered fumbles, but it did stall some 
p o t e n t i a l point-producing drives by 
Wheeling. Both scores were set up after • 
Wheeling punts. 


After Wheeling's opening quarter drive 


stalled at the Conant 37, a pant off the 
side of Jeff Paulson's foot went out on 
the 27. Four straight runs, Including one 
of 34 yards, by fullback Barry Morse 
helped put the Cougars deep In Wildcat 
territory. The 'Cats stopped the Cougars 
at the 21, but they couldn't prevent all- 
purpose kicker Russ Wlndhoh from boot- 
Ing a 38-yard field goal. 


Conant wrapped up the scoring in the 


second 
quarter. This time Paulson 


boomed one 35 yards with Paul Gebhardt 
pulling it in on his 43. Gebhardt ran it 
back to the Wildcat 40. 


The Cougars needed Just four plays 


and a Wheeling penalty to find the end 
zone. Quarterback Mike Atkocaltls made 
the big play — a 29-yard pass to Geb- 
hardt. A personal foul after the reception 
took the ball from the 18 to the nine. 
Then Morse look care of the rest. 


"Ho did a good Job," praised Losee. 


"A couple of limes he was stopped. He 
was hit at the line of scrimmage and 
about the five. Ho Just spun and 
twisted." 


Morse earned that fine touchdown run 


for he was the workhorse of the game — 
21 carries for 111 of Conant's 130 running 
yards. 


"He ran hard," added Llljeberg of No. 


33's steady snowing. "The way we 
tackle, anybody can get yards. 


"That was an all-time low," continued 


the Wheeling coach as ho discussed how 
this game compared with others over his 
six-year career. "Ivo never seen us play 
as badly as we did tonight." 


Conant's game plan strategy was part- 


ly the reason for Wheeling's problems on 
defense and zero points on offense. 


"Wo thought they'd throw a little 


more," sold Llljcberg. "Wo worked on 
pass defense all week." 


The week beforc's scouting reports 


showed that Conant passed 22 times for 
112 yard* and wai almost stopped cold 
(10 yards) on (he ground. However, once 
the Cougars found they could move on 
the 'Cats, they used the pass sparingly 
(it aerials), "especially when we got 


ahead," added the Cougar coach. 


"The whole line did a pretty good Job 


of blocking," said Losee. "Actually, I 
don't want to single out anybody in par- 
ticular for everyone played a good 
gome." 


Losee was very pleased with the de- 


fense's shutout. Among others, Glen 
Brandl, Scott Martin and Greg Edwards 
were harassing quarterback Jim SI oik 
most of tho evening. Also an accom- 
plished passer like his Cougar counter- 
part, Stolk was hurried with his throws 
many times as "the pass blocking broke 
down," according to Llljeberg. 


"We were down around their 20 yard 


lino three or four times and came out 
with nothing," ho added. 


Wheeling threatened In each quarter: 
• With a first down and Just 16 yards 


from the end zono, a pitch back misfired 
and Conant's Scott Martin covered it. 


• A drive that began on the Wildcat 13 


got no farther than the Conant 23 when, 
again on first down, Brandl sacked Stolk 
for a 14-yard loss. 


• A bad snap on a Cougar punt helped 


set up a first down on the visitors' 20. 
After a perfect TD pass was dropped in 
the end zone, Wheeling stalled again. 


« Finally. Walt Haas blocked a Cougar 


punt and Wheeling took over on the 19. 
On • fourth and three from the 12, Scott 
Martin stopped the runner with • crash- 
Ing tackle that left the hosts one yard 
short 
<• 


In the end, Wheeling had easily the 


worst of it on the luck side of the ledger. 
Besides losing the game, the team might 
have lost scrappy little halfback Ed Idr- 
izovlc for the season. Ho was taken to 
the hospital after suffering a knee injury 
in the first quarter. 


The only good thing that happened all 


night for Wheeling was tho way "the de- 
fense came back in the second half," 
said Llljcberg of those 24 minutes of 
shutout ball. And of tho overall perform- 
ance of the team, he added, "We can 
play better than that."

Comes From Behind, 34-20; Now 3-0 


St. Viator Has Championship Look

Who says you need ball control to win 


in football? 


Although that may be tho case most of 


the time, it isn't always so. St. Viator 
vividly demonstrated this Saturday night 
at Prospect with a thrill-packed, come- 
from-behind 34-20 upending of Carrael of 
Mundeleln. The Lions ran their record to 
3-0 and handed the tough Corsairs their 
first loss. 


There arc two theories about offensive 


football. Most coaches say you have to 
keep the ball the majority, of the time to 
win, but a few — given the right talent — 
prefer tho big-play style. 


It was the latter which worked for the 


Lions, who were as explosive as a dyna- 
mite keg Saturday evening, when flashy 
quarterback Stan Bobowski and tailback 
Tom Mnhcr provided the fireworks. 


The most amazing aspect of the game 


was a statistic you won't see twice in a 
hundred games: St. Viator ran only 28 
plays from scrimmage to a whopping 67 
for Carmel — yet the Lions won decisive- 
ly!What's more, tho ratio of plays from 
scrimmage was even more one-sided in 
the second half when St. Viator scored 
all but eight of Its points. In those lost 
two quarters, Carmel got off 38 plays 
and the Lions just 13. 


What explains this paradox, of course, 


is that the Lions made their plays count 
a lot more. Just six of them accounted 
for 331 of the winners' total of SCO yards 
— covering distances of 37, 21, 02, 50, 67

Maher 


and 64 yards. All but the latter huge 
chunk were scoring maneuvers. 


It's hard to imagine a more explosive 


or more talented prep quarterback than 
the older Bobowski. As if he didn't pro- 
vide enough thrills with three long bombs 
out of five completions (two for touch- 
downs), plus an Incredible 92-yard run, 
Maher tossed In scoring runs of 50 and 67 
yards. Tom had 132 yards in all with Just 
nine carries and Bobowskl's five com- 
pletions were good for 149. 


Aside from these eye-popping numbers, 


the Lions deserve even more o-edit for 
not throwing in the towel late in he first 
half, at which point they had looked as 
inept as Army going against Nebraska. 


With about a minute left in the half, 


Carmel held a 14-0 lead and the first 23 
minutes had been even more one-sided 
than that score indicates. St. Viator had 
a net offense of MINUS 17 yards, had not 


managed a first down and not completed 
a pass while the visitors had already 
rushed for 111 yards. 


Many teams would have quit right 


then, but not St. Viator. The worm sud- 
denly turned drastically In a psy- 
chological xsense when Bobowski fired a 
22-yard completion to Tom Chapman and 
a 37-yard screen pass for a TD to full- 
back Frank CHggett. 


Then on a wild, frantic scramble which 


wnuld have done Fran Tarkenton (Bo- 
bowskl's idol) proud, Stan zig-zagged all 
over the field before tossing an im- 
promptu pass to younger brother Steve 
for a two-point conversion. That made it 
14-8 at intermission and, more' Im- 
portantly, returned the Lions' confidence. 


As head coach Jim Lyne later re- 


counted, "We (coaches) yelled and 
screamed at them at halftime, especially 
Mr. (Pat) Mohoney. We just didn't come 
to play in the first half. The mental atti- 
tude wasn't there. 


"We made no adjustments.^ the half, 


which we usually do as far as blocking is 
concerned." 


Just the same, you never would have 


known the second-half Lions were the 
same squad as the sputtering team of a 
few minutes earlier. Four long, stunning 
scores were rung up for a 34-14 bulge 
before Carmel managed a consolation 
touchdown drive after it was much too 
late. 


In what may have been tho turning 


point, the Corsairs failed in seriously 
threatening to regain their two-touch- 
down lead early in the third quarter. 
They recovered a fumble on the second- 
half kickoff and drove to the St. Viator 
five-yard line but were inches short on 


fourth down. 


Three plays later, the Bobowski broth- 


ers hooked up on a 64-yard pass-run play 
and moments later, a picture-book 21- 
yard aerial found Chapman in the end 
zone. Cliggctt's kick put the hosts ahead 
to stay, 15-14. 


By the time St. Viator had run three 


more plays it was 34-14. Each of the next 
three times the Lions touched the ball, 
the result was a long, Carmel-demoraliz- 
ing touchdown. In order they were Bo- 
bowski's 92-yard stunning run on a bro- 
ken play (this would be a record in the 
Mid-Suburban League) 
and 
Maher's 


dashes of 50 and 67. He broke several 
tackles on first run and showed impres- 
sive speed on both. 


It didn't matter that Carmel then ate 


up most of the fourth quarter with a 15- 
plny, 80-yard march. 


Corsair fullback Ron Sutula lived up to 


Ills advance billing as one of the best 
running backs around with 138 yards in 
27 carries, a 5.1 average. He scored all 
three touchdowns for the guests and has 
seven in three games. "He's 
a great 


one," 
praised Lyne. "He gets a lot of 


yards Just on his 
own." 


Lyne said that although Carmcl's de- 


fense (which placed extra men wide near 
the line of scrimmage) took away much 
of the Lions' usual option offense, Bo- 
bowski exploited it by passing. 


He also said conditioning was an im- 


portant factor in the big victory. "We 
work the kids unusually hard and they 
don't like it but it pays off," he said. 
"We have good downfield blocking be- 
cause of it and it makes our pass cov- 
erage better. That was a key in this 
game."

daughter Rcnce will bo arraigned at 0:30 
a.m. today In criminal court In Chicago.

New County Would Be 'Wealthiest'

Hold on to your hats, folks. You may 


be living in tho richest county in tho 
country — sort of. 


I'm talking about Lincoln County, that 


nebulous glint in the eyes of a number of 
area Republicans. As you mny or may 
not know, a proposal to split six town- 
ships In Northwest Cook County to form 
a new county — Lincoln County, has 
recently been revived after a year In 
dormancy. 


But this is the good part. If indeed Lin- 


coln County were to be formed from Bar- 
rlngton, Palatine, Wheeling, Hanover 
Park, Schaumburg and Elk Grove town- 
ships, it could well be the most affluent 
county In the whole U.S. of A. 


After pouring over endless rows of fig- 


ures and using a stream of adding ma- 
chine tape it has been determined that 
the median family income In the now 
imaginary county is somewhere around 
$16,760. That means that more than half 
the families In the six township area pull 
in more than $16,760 annually. 


IN A U.S. CENSUS Bureau report re- 


leased this week, Montgomery County, 
Md., a suburban area north of Washing- 
ton, D.C., walked away with top honors 


as the nation's richest county. But the 
median annual income there is a mere 
$16,710. We've got them beat by n clear 
$50. Think of that. 


Here are some more facts and figures. 
The median family income in Lincoln 


County would be $6,760 more than the 
country as a whole. And Lincoln County 
would bring to five the number of coun- 
ties in Illinois that are hi tho listing of 
the 50 richest in the land. That would tie 
this state with California, which now has 
the greatest number of counties in the 
top 50. 


But what does this all mean? 
For one thing, merchants at Woodfield 


Mall and Rnndhurst Mall could walk 
around just as proudly as their counter- 


parts in Montgomery Mall in Maryland, 
where dimes and quarters are as numer- 
ous as pennies on the bottom of the foun- 
tain there. 


But best of all, this area would receive 


the national recognition it deserves. 
Why, every 10 years the name "Lincoln 
County" would appear at the top of the 
list published In the New York Times. 


BUT TO TOP all this euphoria created 


by the discovery that Lincoln County 
could bo the nation's richest is the fact 
that there is no Lincoln County. Every 
silver lining has a cloud. 


Although proponents of the new county 


are trying to push for a change in the 
law, the fact remains that for Lincoln 
County to become a reality, such a pro*,

Two Housing Developments 
OKd By Plan Commission

Two new housing developments, one 


townhouscs and the other apartment con- 
dominiums, received preliminary ap- 
proval from the Wheeling Plan Commis- 
sion Thursday night. 


Shadow Bend, a 232-townhousc devel- 


opment, will bo built just north of Dun- 
dee Road on the cast side of Milwaukee 
Avenue. The project being developed by 
the Northern Illinois Construction Co. 
was originally designed as an apartment 
complex. Plans were later changed to 
meet shifting housing demands. 


According to a spokesman for the de- 


velopers, the project is being designed to 
create a country atmosphere. The two- 
story townhouscs will bo built In an Infor- 
mal clustered arrangement throughout 
the project's 22.7 acres. 


The buildings arc presently designed to 


have three bedrooms. However, a re- 
strictive covenant banning three-bed- 
room apartments 'was placed on the 
property in 1060, when the apartment 
project was originally proposed. The de- 
velopers arc now trying to get the re- 
strictive covenant lifted from the proper- 
ty.The single-family attached hous- 
ing will be built of wood and brick, and 
will have a one-car garage attached to 
each unit A second parking place will be 
provided in the driveway of each town- 
house. 


Recreation facilities will include a 


swimming pool and recreation building 
located away from the living area.

Carglll said at the meeting that many 
developers have previously tried to build 
on this land, but were discouraged by 
Wheeling's flood plain ordinances.

The developers are making a special

Flanagan Murder Suspect Charged 


A 29-year-old Bible salesman and ex- 


convict charged with the murders of Bar- 
bara Flanagan and her 18-month-old 
daughter Rcnee will be arraigned at 0:30 
a.m. today in criminal court in Chicago. 


Lee C. Jennings, 29, of 2605 N. Spnuld- 


ing Avo., Chicago, was arrested by police 
Into Saturday morning at the Chicago 
Marriott Hotel, 8535 W. Hlggins Rd. Ho- 
tcl detectives turned Jennings over to po- 
lice after he was allegedly caught trying 
to break Into one of the hotel rooms. 


The nude bodies of Mrs. Flanagan and 


her daughter were found the morning of 
Sept. 11 in the parking lot of the Commu- 
nity Presbyterian Church, 407 N. Main 
St., Mount Prospect. They were dis- 
covered by a Mount Prospect man as he 
walked to his car in the parking lot Mrs. 
Flanagan's body was partially covered 


by a grey blanket. Mrs. Flanagan and 
her daughter had disappeared Sept. 9 af- 
ter leaving the family home at 5744 N. 
Meade Ave., Chicago for a false baby- 
sitting job. 


. JENNINGS WAS charged with the 
murders early yesterday morning. He is 
being held in jail without bond. 


Police said Jennings was arrested Oct. 


14, 1964 on charges of rape and armed 
robbery. He was convicted on both 
charges and served six years at the Illi- 
nois State Penitentiary In Mennrd, in- 
vestigators said. 


He recently worked as a Bible sales- 


man for the Lutheran Bible Supply Co., 
Chicago, police said.. 


Chicago police said yesterday Mrs. 


', Flanagan's purse and several of her pic- 
tures were found in Jennings' apartment. 


Jennings resembles the police sketch of 
the man who met Mrs. Flanagan at a 
Chicago bus stop just before she dis- 
appeared, according to Mount Prospect 
Police Sgt. Ralph Doney. 


Police from Mount Prospect, Chicago 


and Niles have been cooperating in the 
investigation. Police now believe the 
murders were committed in Chicago, 
and the bodies were later brought to 
Mount Prospect. 


Mrs. Flanagan posted a card Sept 9 on 


a bulletin-board at a grocery store at 
5700 Milwaukee Ave., Chicago, offering 
her services as a babysitter. A man 
called Mrs. Flanagan the next day and 
told her he wanted her to babysit with 
his invalid mother and two children. The 
man gave her an address police later 
found to be nonexistent , 


Mrs. Flanagan took a CTA bus to the 


end of the line at Imlay Avenue where 
she met the man and drove off with him. 


A bus driver who saw her get off the 


bus told police she got into a 1965 model 
car. The bus driver said the man was 
well dressed. That was the last time 
Mrs. Flanagan and her daughter were 
seen, until their bodies were found. 


A Cook County coroner's report re- 


leased the day after the bodies were • 
found indicated the child died from chok- 
ing while being sexually molested. Mrs. 
Flanagan had been killed by a blow to 
the head. Apparently she had not been 
sexually assaulted. The report also said 
that Mrs. Flanagan was killed several 
hours before the child. 


Jennings was arrested one day after 


the coroner's inquest was held. The coro- 
ner's jury ruled Friday the official cause 
of the two deaths was murder.

Wealthiest In Nation

Hold on to your hats, folks. You may 


oo living In the richest county In tho 
country — sort of. 


I'm talking about Lincoln County, that 


nebulous glint In tho eyes of a number of 
area Republicans. As you may or may 
not know, a proposal to split six town- 
ships in Northwest Cook County to form 
a new county — Lincoln County, has 
recently been revived after a year In 
dormancy. 


But this Is tho good part. If Indeed Lin- 


coln County were to bo formed from Bar- 
rlngton, Palatine, Wheeling, Hanover 
Park, Schaumburg and Elk Grovo town- 
ships, it could well be the most affluent 
county In the whole U.S. of A. 


After pouring over endless rows of fig- 


ures and using a stream of adding ma- 
chine tape It has been determined that 
tho median family Income In tho now 
Imaginary county Is somewhere around 
$16,760. That means that more than half 
tho families In tho six township area pull 
In more than 116,760 annually. 


IN A U.S. CENSUS Bureau report re- 


leased this week, Montgomery County, 
Md., a suburban area north of Washing- 
ton, D.C., walked away with top honors 
as tho nation's richest county. But the 
median annual Income there is a mere 
$16,710. Wo'vo got them beat by a clear 
$50. Think of that. 


Hero are some more facts and figures. 
The median family Income In Lincoln 


County would be $6,760 more than tho 
country as a whole. And Lincoln County 
would bring to flvo tho number of coun- 
ties in Illinois that are in tho listing of 


tho 50 richest hi the land. That would tic 
this state with California, which now has 
the greatest number of counties In the 
top 50. 


But what docs this all mean?

The nude bodies of Mrs. Flanagan and 


her daughter were found the morning of 
Sept. 11 in the parking lot of the Commu- 
nity Presbyterian Church, 407 N. Main 
St., Mount Prospect. They were dis- 
covered by a Mount Prospect man as he 
walked to bis car in the parking lot. Mrs. 
Flanagan's body was partially covered 


by a grey blanket Mrs. Flanagan and 
her daughter had disappeared Sept. 9 af- 
ter leaving the family home at 5744 N. 
Meade Ave., Chicago for a false baby- 
sitting job. 


JENNINGS WAS charged with the 


murders early yesterday morning. He is 
being held in jail .without bond. 


Police said Jennings was arrested Oct. 


14, 1964 on charges of rape and armed 
robbery. He was convicted on both 
charges and served six years at the Illi- 
nois State Penitentiary In Menard, in- 
vestigators said. 


He recently worked as a Bible sales-

New County Would Be 
Wealthiest In Nation

Hold on to your hats, folks. You may 


bo living In the richest county In the 
country — sort of. 


I'm talking about Lincoln County, that 


nebulous glint In the eyes of a number of 
area Republicans. As you may or may 
not know, a proposal to split six town- 
ships In Northwest Cook County to form 
a new county — Lincoln County, has 
recently been revived after a year In 
dormancy. 


But this Is the good part. If Indeed Lin- 


coln County were to be formed from Bar- 
rington, Palatine, Wheeling, Hanover 
Park, Schaumburg and Elk Grovo town- 
ships, It could well be tho most affluent 
county in tho whole U.S. of A. 


After pouring over endless rows of fig- 


ures and using a'stream of adding ma- 
chine tape It has been determined that 
the median family Income In the now 
imaginary county Is somewhere around 
$18,760. That means that more than half 
the families In tho six township area pull 
In more than $16,760 annually. 
"iN A US. CENSUS Bureau report re- 
leased this week, Montgomery County, 
Md., a suburban area north of Washing- 
ton, D.C., walked away with top honors 
as tho nation's richest county. But the 
median annual Income there Is a mere 
$16,710. We've got thorn beat by a clear 
$20. Think of that. 


Hero arc some more facts and figures. 
Tho median family Income In Lincoln 


County would be $6,760 more than the 
country as a whole. And Lincoln County 
would bring to five the number of coun- 
ties In Illinois that are in the listing of 


the 50 richest in the land. That would tie 
this state with California, which now has 
the greatest number of counties in the 
top 50. 


But what docs this all mean? 
For one thing, merchants at Woodfield 


Mall and Randhurst Mall could walk 
around just as proudly as their counter- 
parts in Montgomery Mall in Maryland, 
where dimes and quarters are as numer- 
ous as pennies on tho bottom of the foun- 
tain there.

in Prospect Heights. 


SOON AFTER construction began, 


school officials discovered the architect's 
plans were not meeting all the standards 
of the Illinois Life Safety Code. The list' 
of violations included the number of 
exists, the height of the gym ceiling and 
the size of the ventilation system. 


School officials also found out, that the 


architect had not applied for a building 
permit before construction. In the sum- 
mer of 1971, the school board decided to 
fire the firm and hire the firm of Healy 
Moore to complete the project. 


Hendren said the Architectural Man- 


agement firm had been investigated be- 
fore the district accepted its bid. "They 
had done several schools for us before," 
Hendren said. "But, after we signed this 
contract, several of their top men left the 
firm." 


One of them, Ross De Young, joined

To Install Pollution Gear 


Chicago Magnet Wire Corp. has gained 


additional time to complete Installation 
of a pollution control system at its Elk 
Grove Village plant. The extra time was 
in tho form of a continuation of a circuit 
court hearing on a request to extend the 
deadline for completing tho system. 


According to an agreement among Chi- 


cago Magnet Wire, the Illinois attorney 
general's office and Elk Grove Village, 
the company was to have a pollution con- 
trol system In operation at its plant at 
901 Chase Ave. by Oct. IS. 


Company officials had requested a 


deadline extension on the grounds some 
materials arrived late and pushed work 
on tho system behind tho schedule. A 
hearing Friday on tho request was con* 
tlnucd to Nov. IS, which gives tho firm 
on extra month to Install the Equipment. 


Elk Grovo Village Atty. Edward Hofcrt 


sold last week ho and tho attorney gener- 
al's offlco had discussed the extension 
request arid saw no point in opposing it. 


HOFEBT SAID ho and a representa- 


tive from tho state attorney general's of- 
fice made an inspection of tho plant a 
week ago. 


"Observations Indicate that tho com- 


pany U being reasonably diligent in in- 
stalling the system," he said. "The court 
will decide whether or not to grant the 
extension but we see no profit in testi- 
fying against it." 


After the visit to the plant, Hofert said 


It appeared that all materials needed for 
the installation were at the plant and all 
general construction, h'uch as platforms 
and stairs, was completed. He said he 
was told the company hoped to turn on 
the first section of the installation about 
Nov. 15 and the second section Dec. 1.

Ally. Bjorvik To Represent Auditors 
LWV Wants Township Issue 
Put On November 7 Ballot 


Palatine Township auditors authorized 


Atty. Roger Bjorvik Saturday to repre- 
sent them in upcoming court action, 
which was started last week by the Pala- 
tine League of Women Voters (LAW). 


The controversy centers around peti- 


tions requesting a referendum to abolish 
the township form of government. Signa- 
tures of over 2,000 township voters were 
submitted to the Board of Auditors In Au- 
gust. 


Just last week, the board voted unani- 


mously to deny the referendum alter 
Bjorvik told them that constitutional con- 
ditions for abolishing a township govern- 
ment had not been fulfilled, making the 
Illinois statute unconstitutional. 


Palatine's LWV, along with Northflold 


LWV representatives, filed for court or- 
ders to force auditors In both townships 
to put the referendum on the Nov. 7 bal- 
lot. 


ALTHOUGH THE eight township offi- 


cials named in the Palatine court action 
had not been served legal notice by the 
weekend, they met In a brief executive 
session early Saturday in expectation of 
the upcoming hearing. 


"I was a little surprised," Township 


Supervisor Howard I. Olson said, when 
asked if the LWV court action was unex- 
pected. 


Some organization may be starting 


among residents who oppose elimination 
of township government, Olson raid, and 
ho added that residents In both unin- 
corporated and Incorporated areas of the 
township may lack all the information to 


make a decision about the referendum. 


Bjorvik will have to file a response to 


the LWV action in court sometime this 
week. Court proceedings could start by 
the end of the week, according to LWV 
Atty. Richard J, Troy. 


In rejecting the referendum last week, 


township officials noted that no state law 
had passed that would transfer the duties 
of the township government to another 
governmental agency, such as the county 
or village. 


One such law, H.B. 2508, is In com- 


mittee In the state legislature, but there 
Is no hope of It passing until after the 
November election, and township offi- 
cials say they can't allow a referendum 
that pould potentially eliminate the town- 
ship government until there is a legal 
provision for transfer of its debts, func- 
tions and assets. 


League members say the referendum 


should be held, and the legislature will 
enact the necessary statute afterwards. 
Until HB 2508 or something like it is ap- 
proved, township officials would continue 
in their regular duties and a smooth 
transition could be accomplished if the' 
voters choose to abolish the township lev- 
el of government, league members say. 


MAINE AND NILES township officials, 


who also received petitions from voters, 
have not responded to the proposed ref- 
erendum. But if they haven't indicated 
that they intend to include the referen- 
dum on the November ballot by sonic- 
time this week, similar legal action will 
be started against them, Troy said last 
week. 


If the referendum Is on the November 


ballot and falls, a second vote on the 
same proposition would have to wait for 
two years, according to state statute. 


Schlickman Sends Appeal 
For City Listing On Map 


State Rep. Eugene Schlickman, R-3rd, 


has sent a letter to department of trans- 
portation director William Cellini in a di- 
rect appeal to have Roiling Meadows list- 
ed on the full state highway map for 
1S73. 


Schlickman sent the letter last week 


after being told In a letter from the sec- 
retary of state's office that the city 
would be left off the map. 


That letter, from Asst. Sec. Hollcn 


Hyndman, told Schlickman "that be- 
cause of space and cartographic prob- 
lems, the city will not be listed on the 
full 1973 map." 


Contacted Wednesday, a spokesman 


for the division of highways, Harry Han- 
ley, told the Herald a determination on 
putting Rolling Meadows on the map had 
not yet been made. He said that ruling 
would not be made until Cellini reviews 
the map proofs, which arc expected to be 
ready In February or March. 


SCHLICKMAN'S LETTER to Cellini is 


part of a current letter-writing campaign 
by local residents and the chamber of 
commerce, who hope to convince the di- 
rector to include Rolling Meadows on the 
map. 


A similar campaign in Palatine last 


year succeeded In returning that village 
to the map. 


Schllckman's letter said in part the 


city "is of sufficient size and import that 
it Is entitled to this consideration." It 
also said "if the village of Inverness can 
be reinstated, I don't know why Rolling 
Meadows can't be also." 


Like several other communities in the 


area, Rolling Meadows has been omitted 
from the full state map for the last three 
years. According to Hyndman's letter, 
"this was done in an effort to simplify 
the map and make it easier to follow the 
highways in heavily congested areas." 


The letter added, however, that Rolling 


Meadows was listed on the enlarged Chi- 
cago and vicinity version on the back of 
the map.

Wealthiest In Nation

Hold on to your hats, folks. You may 


be living In the richest county in the 
country — sort of. 


I'm talking about Lincoln County, thnt 


nebulous glint in the eyes of a number of 
area Republicans. As you may or may 
not know, a proposal to spilt six town- 
ships in Northwest Cook County to form 
a new county — Lincoln County, has 
recently been revived after a year In 
dormancy. 


But this Is the good part. If Indeed Lin- 


coln County were to be formed from Bar- 
rlngton, Palatine, Wheeling, Hanover 
Park, Schaumburg and Elk Grovo town- 
ships, It could well be Uie most affluent 
county In the whole U.S. of A. 


After pouring over endless rows of fig- 


ures-and using a stream of adding ma- 
chine tape it has been determined that 
the median family Income In the now 
imaginary county Is somewhere around 
$16,760. That means that more than half 


the families In the six township area pull 
In more than $16,760 annually. 


IN A U.S. CENSUS Bureau report re- 


leased'this week, Montgomery County, 
Md., a suburban area north of Washing- 
ton, D.C., walked away with top honors 
as the nation's richest county. But the 
median annual income there is a mere 
$16,710. We've got them beat by a clear 
$50. Think of that. 


Here are some more facts and figures. 
The median family Income in Lincoln 


County would be $6,760 more than-the 
country as a whole. And Lincoln County 
would bring to five the number of coun- 
ties In Illinois that are in the listing of 
the 50 richest in the land. That would tie 
this state with California, which now has 
the greatest number of counties in the 
top 50. 


But what does this all mean?

his campaign at a standstill. 


This is significant. 
For it tends to corroborate other evi- 


dence that the country is moving for- 
wards and backwards simultaneously. 


On the economic front, prices rise as 


the rate of Illation decreases. The crime 
rate drops although the number of 
crimes increases. 


THE POPULATION GROWS 
ever 


larger as the birth rote declines. And 
now the two-way movement Is seen in 
politics. A word of caution, however. 


Although the indication that Nixon's 


lead is both expanding and contracting 
fits In with what is happening in other 


. fields, bear In mind that the polls in and 


of themselves are meaningless. 


It all depends on how they are inter- 


preted. 


Last week, for example, opinion re- 


searcher Albert E. Sindlinger told a 


' House subcommittee that when Nixon 


widens his lead It means McGovcrn's 
prospects are improving. 


He explained that an overwhelming 


Nixon lead would result in a relatively 
small election day turnout and cause 
Democrats who might otherwise split 
their ballots to vote a straight party tick- 
et. 


Both developments would be favorable 


for McGovern, Sindlinger reasoned. And 
it's difficult to fault his logic. 


YOU CAN WELL imagine the elation 


that must have swept Nixon's campaign 
headquarters this week when the new 
Harris poll showed the President six per- 
centage points lower than last month. 


Campaign Director Clark MacGregor 


immediately calls the White House.

But are y6u sure 
we can continue to lose ground?" 


"It isn't easy, Mr. President. You are 


highly popular with the voters. But if you 
continue to avoid campaigning, if we can 
keep Agnew under wraps, McGovern 
should pull almost even by November." 


"That's great, Clark, it looks like we 


are finally cornering the turn. Pretty 
soon we should be able to see the tunnel 
at the end of the light."

The Arlington Heights Village Board 


tonight Is expected to hire a private con- 
sulting firm to study village flooding 
problems and prepare a village-wide 
flood prevention program. 


The cost of the study Is $14,000 and it 


would be completed in about seven 
weeks by the engineering firm of R. J. 
Peterson and Associates. 


The snmo firm submitted a flood pre- 


vention program to the village in 1967 
and two of the four major recommenda- 
tions In that report have not yet been 
implemented. 


Major recommendations mode in 1967 


to reduce flooding In Arlington Heights 
included various sower line improve- 
ments, construction of retention basins at 
the old sewage plant, Pioneer Park and 
near the Intersection of Wilkc and Kir- 
choff roads. 


Some lino improvements have been 


made and ground breaking was held last 
week for the WUkc-Kirchoff basin. But 
the retention basins at Pioneer Park and 
tho sewago plant have not been con- 
structed. 


Robert Peterson of R. J. Peterson and 


Associates, the firm which submitted the 
1067 report and is expected to produce 
tho latest flood prevention program, said 
he believes major flooding in tha village 
can be eliminated if his plan is put into 
effect 


Last week ho told a special com- 


mittee of Arlington Heights, residents 
formed to study the flooding problems 
that the report will include a construc- 
tion program with recommendations on 
the future locations of retention basins.

Initial Response To Blood 
Donor Plan Looks Doubtful 


Initial responses on the feasibility of a 


village-wide blood-assurance program In- 
dicate possible difficulty in obtaining a 
minimum number of recruiters to make 
tho program work. 


The village health department reports 


it has received 20 of 62 questionnaires it 
sent to various church and civic organi- 
zations to sample support for a guaran- 
teed blood replacement program for all 
Arlington Heights residents. 


Most blood assurance programs re- 


quire a one pint donation yearly from at 
leant four per cent of the population. For 
Arlington Heights, this would mean, 2,760 
one pint donations a year. 


In return, all residents of the village 


ant guaranteed an unlimited supply of 
blood anywhere in the United States. 


The questionnaire, mailed Aug. 22, 


sought to determine 
whether local 


church and civic organizations would be 
wi'Jing to help recruit the required num- 
ber of blood donors. 


SIXTEEN OF THE 20 questionnaires 


returned indicated general support for 
the program. But only 10 of the organiza- 
tions surveyed said they could be count- 
ed on to furnish recruiters for the pro- 
gram, estimating tho total at 62. 


The health department has estimated 


that 216 recruiters would be required an- 
nually to meet the 2,760 donor quota. 


Details of the blood assurance program 


will be discussed at the Oct. 18 meeting 
of the village board of health. The meet- 
ing, which is open to the public, will be- 
gin at 7:30 p.m. at the Municipal Build- 
ing, 33. S. Arlington Heights Rd. 


The board of health has been asked to 


make a recommendation to the village 
board as to whether Arlington Heights 
should enter into a blood plan. 


A blood assurance program has al- 


ready been approved .by the Village of 
Palatine and is expected to begin there 
later this winter.

Meade Ave., Chicago for a false baby- 
sitting job. 


JENNINGS WAS charged with the 


murders early yesterday morning. He is 
being held in jail without bond. 


Police said Jennings was arrested Oct. 


14, 1964 on charges of rape and armed 
robbery. He was convicted on both 
charges and served six years at the Illi- 
nois State Penitentiary in Menard, in- 
vestigators said. 


He recently worked as a Bible sales- 


man for the Lutheran Bible Supply Co., 
Chicago, police said.

Flanagan's purse and several of her pic- 
tures were found in Jennings' apartment. 
Jennings resembles the police sketch of 
the man who met Mrs. Flanagan at a

; Police from Mount Prospect, Chicago 
and.Nlles have been cooperating in the 
investigation.

Mrs. Flanagan posted a card Sept. 9 on 


a bulletin board at a grocery store at 
5700 Milwaukee Ave., Chicago, offering 
her services as a babysitter. A man 
called Mrs. Flanagan the next day and 
told her he wanted her to babysit with 
his invalid mother and two children. The 
man gave her an address police later 
found to be nonexistent 


Mrs. Flanagan took a CTA bus to the 


end of the line at Imlay Avenue where 
she met the man and drove off with him. 


A bus driver who saw her get off the 


bus told police she got into a 1965 model 


car. The bus driver said the man was 
well dressed. That was the last time 
Mrs. Flanagan and her daughter were 
' seen, until their bodies were found. 
. A Cook County • coroner's report re- 
leased the day after the bodies were 
found indicated the child died from chok- 
ing while being sexually molested. Mrs. 
Flanagan hod been killed by a blow to 
the head. Apparently she had not been 
sexually assaulted. The report also said 
that Mrs. Flanagan was killed several 
hours before the child. 


Jennings was arrested one day after 


the coroner's inquest was held. The coro- 
ner's jury ruled Friday the official cause 
of the two deaths was murder.

Joseph Szabo (1st), chair- 
man, Aid. Charles Bolek (3rd), Aid. Rob- 
ert Hlnde (4th), Aid Robert Sherwood 
(2nd) and Aid. Ewald Swanson (6th) 
were named to the committee Sept. 21 
at a commlttee-of-the-whole meeting. 


TWO REMAP ATTEMPTS by Mrs. 


Rohrbach drew council criticism because 
incumbent .aldermen faced possible re- 
election opposition after ward boundary 
shifts. 


The council also will review a request 


by Ross Becker of the Citizens for a Bet- 
ter Environment, to conduct an informa- 
tion, fund raising drive In the city. Beck- 
er's letter does not propose a campaign 
date. 


BchrePs recent census move was 


prompted by opposition to ward redls- 
trlctlng. Bolek objected to realignment of 
the city's eight wards before the April 
1973 municipal elections because 1970 
census figures would be used. 


"This Is going to be obsolete" before

"THIS IS A very complicated, very so- 


phisticated project that Involved a lot 
more than going out, buying a piece of 
land and erecting a few buildings," Real- 
tor Ralph Martin told the Herald. Martin 
is vice president of the redevelopment 
association and real estate advisor to the 
DCS Plalnes Tomorrow Corp., an arm of 
the association that has been buying 
downtown properties. 


"There hasn't been much talk about it 


in the last few months,". Jemes Parou- 
bek, redevelopment association presi- 
dent, said Friday. "We're finally begin- 
nlng to put the pieces together. It looks 
like next spring Is the date." 


The four-year stumble over project 


land could end today when Martin ex-, 
pecta the signing of a $400,000 land trade 
contract between St. Mary's and the re- 
development association. St. Mary's, 794 
Pearson St., reportedly will receive five 
parcels of Pearson Street property near 
its new church building and $150,000 in 
exchange for playground and old church 
property totaling 41,750 square feet under 
terms of a contract negotiated in late Au- 
gust. 


The contract would place more than 


three acres of downtown land under re- 
development association control, paving 
the way for Prairie Street storm sewer 
installation, realignment and widening. 


CURRENT KEY to redevelopment is 


hiring of a developer to oversee the proj- 
ect. Immediate problem is $50,000 neces- 
sary to complete final "scope" drawings. 


The drawings will detail the project, 


Including costs, Martin said. "At about 
$25 a square foot, it's Important to know 
where everything will go. A difference of 
10,000 square feet is $250,000." 


To continue the project "someone has 


to commit himself" to finance the final 
drawings. "Only two people can do that 
— the Des Plalnes Tomorrow Corp. or 
the developer." 


Martin said the Tomorrow Corp. is 


hesitant to underwrite drawings costs be- 
cause of a $5,000 to $6,000 previous ap- 
praisal loss. An early potential project 
developer asked the corporation for a 
certified appraiser's project feasibility 
study, costing about $5,000 to $6,000. 
When the study was completed, showing 


the project's potential, the developer 
backed out, leaving the corporation with 
the appraiser's bill. 


"WE'RE TALKING about 10 times the 


$5,000 now. Tomorrow could have made 
the decision two months ago. But, we'd 
rather have the developer make the com- 
mitment," he said. 


The redevelopment groups "are se- 


riously negotiating" with a potential de- 
veloper. "We aren't kidding ourselves. 
We want an expert. Someone who has 
built a project of this type before. The 
developer-needs a-good track record and 
$2 million to receive an $8 million mort- 
gage" to finance the project, Martin 
said. 


Martin met in Chicago last week with 


the "Interested" developer and a poten- 
tial project contractor. 


"This project is a drop in the bucket 


when compared with Woodflcld Mall. 
You could drop this In the center of 
Woodfield and not miss it. But, it's 10 
times bigger than anyone around hero 
has ever tried. We don't want to kid our- 
selves about what we can bite off," he 
said. 


AT LEAST three developers previously 


showed interest In the project. But, "the 
package just wasn't ready for financ- 
ing," Martin said. 


"It's so complicated that anybody in 


their right mind wouldn't even start it," 
he said — pointing out that the project 
Includes city-financed public parking, 
construction in a limited area and financ- 
ing with loans based on $5,000 guarantees 
by local businessmen pledges, a not-for- 
profit corporation and local banks. 


If and when a developer Is contracted, 


the scope drawings can be completed 
within three months, Martin'sald. 


Architects' drawings of the project, re- 


leased in the last^year, are still tentative, 
he said. "We pretty well know what the 
project concept Is but it could vary as 
much as 40,000 square feet." 


REDEVELOPMENT "officials 
cur- 


rently are considering 100,000 square feet 
of retail space on two floors and a lower 
level In a mall and 100,000 square feet of 
office space between 6 and 10 floors for 
phase one construction.

He said the administration is "playing 


games with the taxpayers," and main- 
tained that too much 'money is being 
spent on "boondoggles" favored, by the 
President such as the space program, 
farm subsidies and unneeded weapons. 


"The responsibility lies with the individ- 


ual congressman, who ought to justify 
what he's' spending," Mlkva said. Be- 
cause-of his repeated votes against mili- 
tary appropriations bills, Mlkva said, he 
has voted for less government spending 
than any other member of the Illinois 
congressional delegation. 


The spending celling bill, he said, Is 


"irresponsible." 


"I CONSIDER IT the greatest abdica- 


tion of congressional responsibility since 
the New Deal when they gave over a tre- 
mendous part of their authority to the 
executive (branch) and we've lived to 
rue that day," said Mikva. "The system 
functions best when each branch of gov- 
ernment is exercising Its power." 


Young said, "Congress has resorted to 


deficit spending for 32 of the past 40 
years, appropriating and spending with- 
out regard to income." 


"It is worth noting that the Democrats 


have 'been in control of Congress for 
most of that time," Young said. "If this 
continues, we are going to have to pay 


for these deficit dollars, not only through 
a reduction to purchasing power, but to 
higher taxes as well."

a.m. today in criminal court in Chicago. 


Lee C. Jennings, 29, of 2605 N. Spauld- 


ing Ave., Chicago, was arrested by police 
late Saturday morning at the Chicago 
Marriott Hotel, 8535 W. Higgins Rd. Ho- 
tel detectives turned Jennings over to po- 
lice after he was allegedly caught trying 
to break into one of the hotel rooms. 


The nude bodies of Mrs. Flanagan and 


her daughter were found the morning of 
Sept. 11 in the parking lot of the Commu- 
nity Presbyterian Church, 407 N. Main 
St., Mount Prospect. They were dis- 
covered by a Mount Prospect man as he 
walked to his car in the parking lot. Mrs. 
Flanagan's body was partially covered 
by a grey blanket. Mrs. Flanagan and 
her daughter had disappeared Sept. 9 af- 
ter leaving the family home at 5744 N. 
Meade Ave., Chicago for a false baby- 
sitting job. 


JENNINGS WAS charged with the 


murders early yesterday morning. He is 
being held In Jail without bond. 


Police said Jennings was arrested Oct. 


14, 1964 on charges of rape and armed 
robbery. He was convicted on both 
charges and served six years at the Illi- 
nois State Penitentiary In Menard, in- 
vestigators said. 


He recently worked as a Bible sales- 


man for the Lutheran Bible Supply Co., 
Chicago, police said. 


Chicago police said yesterday 
Mrs. 


Flanagan's purse and several of her pic- 
tures were found in Jennings' apartment. 
Jennings resembles the police sketch of 


the man who met Mrs. Flanagan at a 
Chicago bus stop just before she dis- 
appeared, according to Mount Prospect 
Police Sgt. Ralph Doney. 


Police from Mount Prospect, Chicago 


and Niles have been cooperating to the 
investigation. Police now believe the 
murders were committed in Chicago, 
and the bodies were later brought to 
Mount Prospect 
' 


Mrs. Flanagan posted a card Sept. 9 on 


a bulletin board at a grocery store at 
5700 Milwaukee Ave., Chicago, offering 
her services as a babysitter. A man 
called Mrs. Flanagan the next day and 
told her he wanted her to babysit with 
his invalid mother and two children. The 
man gave her an address police later 
found to be nonexistent. 


Mrs. Flanagan took a CTA bus to the 


end of the line at Imlay Avenue where 
she met the man and drove off with him. 


A bus driver who saw her get off the 


bus told police she got into a 1965 model 
car. The bus driver said the man was 
well dressed. That was the last time 
Mrs. Flanagan and her daughter were 
seen, until their bodies were found. 


A Cook County coroner's report re- 


leased the day after the bodies were 
found indicated the child died from chok- 
ing while being sexually molested. Mrs. 
Flanagan had been killed by a blow to 
the head. Apparently she had not been 
sexually assaulted. The report also said 
that Mrs. Flanagan was killed several 
hours before the child. 


Jennings was arrested one day after 


the coroner's inquest was held. The coro- 
ner's jury ruled Friday the official cause 
of the two deaths was murder.

Maine's first half scoring began and 


ended at 2:33 of the second quarter when 
Danny Myszka swept right eight yards 
for six points. 


It became 8-0 when kicker John 


O'Connor ran the conversion in after a 
bad snap to placeholder Mark Elchorn. 


More than likely, officials should have, 


disallowed the conversion. According to 
Illinois High School Association rules, the 
placeholder must rise off his resting knee 
before latcralllng tho ball. Elchron was 


still resting on his left knee when he 
dumped the ball off to O'Connor.' „ 


Despite a total offense 'advantage of 


147-3 at halftlme, it was mainly a dtfen- 
sive effort that gave Maine its first scor- 
ing chance. 


Nlles quarterback Craig Rlccl hud sec- 


ond 'down and 15 from Maine's 21 when 
he was rocked hard to defensive, end 
Andy Richardson and coughed up the 
ball. O'Connor made the recovery,'Just 
18 yards from paydlrt. 


Three rushes by fullback Scott Smith 


and one by quarterback Bruce Terry net- 
ted a first down before Myszka scored. 


It came none too soon for Warrior head 


coach Jim Morel. "I was kind of put out 
about not scoring sooner," he said. "We 
were hurting ourselves with penalties 
and other things. 


"The defense got that first one for us. 


Our offense was sputtering and screwing 
around." 


All sputtering was put aside for good 


when the Warriors swelled their 8-0 half- 
time lead to 22-0 with two' touchdowns in 
27 seconds midway through the third pe- 
riod. 


The tommy gun attack began at the 


East Trojans' 47.-yard line when "Chris 
Bouchee fielded one of seven excellent 
punts by East's Nick Rollick. The Trojan 
kicker booted for a 38.1 average and had 
a long kick of 81 yards. 


Smith picked up 11 yards on two car- 


ries and had Maine to the Niles 40 before- 
backfield partner Mike Werner pushed 
Maine two yards closer. 


An illegal use of the hands penalty 


dropped Maine back near midfleld. But 
Terry threw his first completions of the 
evening, IS yards to Bouchee and 12 
yards to^ Richardson. 
'Smith added a nine-yard run and 
Myszka 16 yards before Werner took it in 
from three feet away. O'Connor's kick 


gave Maine a 15-0 lead at 6:17 of the 
third period. 


It was on the ensuing kickoff that 


Maine realized its big break, capitalized' 
nicely and began to grind defeat into 
Niles East.

O'Connor kicked the ball to Rollick at 


the five-yard line. After making the 
catch, Rollick headed towards the right 
sideline and promptly blew an attempted 
handoff to Ron Hagen. ^ 


Rollick and Hagen played hot potato 


with the ball but before either could find 
the handle, Maine's Mick Tywan had 
both mitts firmly around the ball at 
East's 12-yard line. 


Myszka swept right for nine yards, 


carrying two tacklers the final four, be- 
fore Terry drove straight up the middle 


• behind center Steve Grube for the War- 
riors' third touchdown. Once again, 
O'Connor's kick was good and Maine 
held a 22-0 margin at 5:50 of the third 


quarter. 
It was easy pickins after Terry's score. 


Smith, Maine's 226-pound fullback, pick- 
ed up his third and fourth touchdowns of 
the year in the last quarter. He scored on 
eight and one-yard runs. 


The Trojans had just'once chance to 


score, picking up 44 of their 65 yards to- 
tal offense on a belated fourth quarter 
drive. 


Nlles East had marched 51 yards In 


seven plays to the Maine 10-yard line 
where they were presented with first and 
goal. Included in the drive was a 16-yard 
run by Hagen, the Trojans' most produc- 
tive call of the night. 


At the 10, Hagen got the call again, 


taking substitute quarterback Leo Kelly's 
handoff and churning nine yards to the 
one. Then he was dumped for minus two

During 
this contest, he almost matched his total 
output In those other hallgnmes gaining 
134 yards In 21 carrier scoring a touch- 
down rushing and another one by catch- 
Ing a screen pass from quarterback Greg 
Maloney. 


The first drive saw tho Blue Demons 


moving from their own 40 to the goal line 
In 11 plays capped by Wolff's two-yard 
touchdown scamper and by his two-yard 
run for the successful conversion of the 
PAT to bring the team to an 8-6 lead 
early in the second period. 


Coach Eck commented that the com- 


pleted two-point play following the touch- 
down gave his squad "a mental edge" 
which they never relinquished although 
they did give up the lead one more time. 


On the next possession following tho 


Maine East tally, the maroon and white 


Mustangs moved into the endzone after 
receiving the kick on their own 29. A de- 
fensive interference 
call aided the 


march which ended in. senior quarter 
Mike Tallarico hitting halfback Ed Olc- 
elk with a 22-yard screen pass for the 
touchdown. 


The score remained 12-8 after Tallarico 


was stopped far short of the goal line In 
bis bid for a two-point converslln. 


The offense of the hosts again man- 


aged a trade with the Morton East squad 
on the next series of downs. Wolff this 
time set up the score by racing 52 yards, 
the longest run of the night, to the Mus- 
tang 2-yard line on a pitchout from Malo- 
ney. This time, Bob Lloyd punched the 
ball over for a TD and earned the extra 
two points by running around right. 


In the second half, the Blue Demons 


displayed what had actually been their 
forte up to this game, their defense. The 
defensive unit stiffened and completely 
stifled the Morton East runners. 


The Demons held their guests to only 


two first downs in the second half in a 
five-play drive after the Mustangs re- 
ceived a short punt at their 41-yard line. 
The play was halted on the Maine 34 
when Olccik fumbled and Maine recov- 
ered. 


At the same time, the Blue Demons 


scored twice more on a 33-yard counter 
play, the first time the play was used, by 
Dale Constantino. Wolff again picked up 
the two-pointer. 


Wolff also scored his second TD of the 


night on a screen from Maloney to the 
right. The two-point conversion failed for 
the first time when Wolff was tackled 
behind the goal line. 


Coach Eck Indicated following the 


Rome that this first win could give the 
Demons the momentum for victory in up- 
coming ballgames. He noted that he has 
a tough contest next week against rivals 
Niles West In that school's Homecoming.

Eck said.

Arms flap- 
ping wildly at both sides, Leonard had 
Canadian honker desire but ostrich luck. 


Good thing, though. He probably hadn't 


filed a flight plan. 


Offensively, that was it for the Norse- 


men. Their kick was blocked. 


Proviso immediately drove for its 


fourth touchdown. And then another one. 
And another. Six altogether. 


Yet, there was a lot to like about the 


Norsemen. Guts mostly. Especially in 
Kern, the 6-5,242-pound right tackle. One 
year ago, he was your everyday big kid, 
so-so football player. 


Saturday, Big John Kern was tough.

Moore Intercepted two passes and 


nearly had another which just dropped 
off his hands during the second quarter.
